such a way that the conception of life, of the organisation of matter is. determined 
by this. This energy must have a property and a strength infinitly superior to 
what we know. In the same way it is conceivable that a being who raises his hard 
and produces light, attracts, remakes and organises energy. This can be done. 

e are all accustomed to see and conceive life on earth in the commercial way 
of private property, in the feeling of possession which is the base on which 
society has developed, finally advancing towards the Workers State. This is what 
determines the notion of existence and its relation with the other planets. Because 
here when they pose to go to another planet, it is to see how they exploit, how they 
can dominate because science is subject to what they give or pay out. Science is 
not independant. It is not like someone having an orchard, planting and harvesting 
what he wants, because even if it is subject in every way to nature, he can deter- 
mine, what is grown. Science, no, it is subject to what is given or paid out, For 
example the astronomers or he physicists, from where are they going to find the 


means to install or have apparatuses to be able to investigate? They cannot them 


selves do it, they do not have the money. They do not have people or the money to 
pay them, on the otherhand the capitalist state can do it and the Soviet bureau~ 
cracy also. They can install teams but limit their capacity to capitalist interest 
or to the individual interest of the parasitic caste of society, For this reason 
the knowledge of physics, of matter or astronomy is still incipient.

There is a Japanese scientist who says what we are saying; that it is a 
crime to lose such a quantity of energy as in the earthquakes, And moreover that 
it is possible to have a detecting system - as if it were a type of radar = which 
observes the movements of the gases which there are in the interior of the earth, 
This is to say, all the forms which we believe = which are still not knowm but 
which exist = whether they be gases or interior displacements, products of gases 
or movements of rotation of the sun and of the earth which still the scientists 
do not know. The Japanese scientist say that it is possible, to contain, to. 
divert and moreover to utilise this energy, such as we wrote when there was the 
earthquake of 1961 in Chile. 


The organisation of matter which has allowed on the earth certain forms 
of life and its reproduction, is limited in scientific capacity, through the cap~ 
acity of being able to study and the capacity to be able to study fpom economic 
capacity. The economic capacity is determined by the force which has the means = 
the interest,and the interest is capitalism. It is a very great limitation, An 
moreover the conception of the world which exists is determined through the form 
of the appropriation of property and its utilisation. This limits the capacity 
for observation and audacity in observation. Because it is limited through the 
limitation from social interest and prejudice.

The most lengthy life of the hum- 
an being which is known is 160 years. 
One can maintain full faculties of 
thinking up to 80 or 90 years. This . 
can be done nere on earth, Certainly 
an elephant lives for more than 200 
years and preserves the memory uf 
an elephant of 20 years. That is to 
say that the duration of manory can 
be extended to more than 100 years. 
And these beings can be more than a 
million years old. Why can't they be 
like this? Has not the human being 
existed for more than a million years? 
And then why can't a human being ef 
1 million years exist living and or- 
ganised? And which reproduces itself 
incessently without destruction. Here 
matter persists and continues repro- 
ducing itself, matter does not dis- 
appear, what disappears is one of the 
forms of matter which is human life. 
It disappears and is transformed into 
another thing and helps to be trans- 
formed into another thing. In other 
planets matter can be transformed by 

itself, without the need of abolish- 
ing either its state or its consti- 
tution as a human being ahd without

passing to being ashes and feeding © 
another thing. What does the seed mean? 
That matter is reduced to a primary state 
and from there goes to feed other elem- 
ents and is reproduced in a new form of 
matter. Not in another life, for there is 
he need to reproduce without the need of 
dying. We are not saying that this exists, 
but that it is possible, it is completely 
possible, : 


Still energy is used in a very 
Limited mechanical and rudimentary form, 
Today the transformation of matter into 
energy is used a lot but not the energy 
existing in the natural state. This has 
to be done. For example, to eliminate 
all the process of refining the petrol to 
transform matter into a form of energy. 


One fine day, they are going to make 


energy from the air, they will transform 
it into energy. If electricity has been 
discovered it is through the structure 
and behaviour of matter and it is 
profited from because they have reached 
this limited discovery. Electricity will 
not be necessary tomorrow, everything 
which there is, will be energy. So that 
a thing, an object exists it has to have 
energy otherwise it does not exist. 


The organisation of the human body, 
of the head, and the organs and senses, 
come from here, from the earth. In other 
planets they can develop in another way. 
Including the feeding action which we 
have, ingesting focd as we do it, is be-= 
cause the human organism is constituted 
in this way, And in part, because it is 
convenient to capitalism that the organ. 
ism is constituted like this, otherwise 
we would not have to live as we live 
now, subjected to this regime of 
existence, 


The scientific capacity of the 
human being is determined by the social 
erganisation, and the social organisation 
is determined by the objective which is 
sought and in all this the capacity of 
social organisation comes first. Social 
organisation of private property is very 
limited, because the range which it can 
have and the impetus, the impulsion, the 
heart, the audacity which it gives, is 
that which is determined by the inter- 


.est of individual appropriation, nothing 


more. Thus the capacity of audacity is very limited, because it is held 

down by the level of the interest. If it goes further it sees that it is 
superfluous. Thus its social limitation makes a limit to its sooial capacity, 
And with the Soviet bureaucracy, the bureaucraoy of the Workers State it is 
the same. Thus the form of measuring capacity, still doesn't have a limit- 
less basis, as in socialist society which has no limits, Because then the no-= 
tion of life, of existence and of society is measured by the objective inter~ 
ests of living and progressing. The idea of existence will be existence and 
progress, will be a single thing. An idea of conservatism, of being static, 
parasitism,passivity is not going to exist because the only existence is 
progress as in matter, Matter does not exist without progress without trans= 
forming itself. Its form is to develop, develop. It is the same also with 
the life of scciety. It is not going to exist without progress. Then the social 
condition of existence is progress. It is going to give from its foundation, by 
its existence, an impetus bo ability and audacity, which is going to be a 
million times greater than the ability of the system of private property. Be- 
cause it deesn't have limits, it is not determined by what interests the indi- 
vidual, and its security and confidence comes from all of society. And it is 
the conmon and social thought which is going to change the forms of life. For 
example all the time it takes to go to the moon, in socialist society fifty or 
a hundred years from now people are going to go to planets one million light 
years away. It is a million years today, but it is not going to be a million 
years, 


All the problems derived from the idea of the earth, gravity, atmospheric 
pressure, pressure due to altitude, all these will be peaGlaa easily. Above 
all an answer to the essential problems is going to be found; the social capac- 
ity organised in a single thought which is society, will be ‘het which will be 
able to resolve everything. It is not going to be like today with just a number 
of people thinking, nor are there going to be universities like now, These only 
exist when it is necessary to make a distinction, a separation so that one per= 
son studies in order to subject another. Because the university exists today to 
prepare some professionals, so that they exploit society to the henefit of cap= 
italism. For this reason there are universities, Tomorrow there won't be any 
need for them, there will be a single objective and this will be the university. 
Progress will be common to all. This is audacity in front of nature. 


capacity itself is a product of the 
social relation. Because of this in so- 
cialist society, human capacity and lknow=~ 
ledge will be the norm of the human being, 
the norm. There will be scientific cap- 
acities superior to Marx but they will 
play the same historic function as Marx. 
The development of history has ewlved and 
there exist other conditions which did 
not exist in the time of Marx, On the 
other hand in the near future scientific 
knowledge, scientific proof and social 
security will give a great social 
ability. But we are not living in social=- 
ism, still we are living in this society. 


This problem has importance for 
the marxist formation and Marxist 
knowledge is limitless, it is not 
constrained within the bounds of 
social struggles, nor the economic or 
political struggles, it is limitiess. 
The understanding of existence gives 
security to find a solution to any 
problem. There isn't any problem 
which is unconnected to humanity. All 
the problems of humanity have an in- 
fluence one on the other. When there 
is more dominion of the knowledge of 
history, of humanity, of the economy, 
of society of matter the greater is t

The combination of life and death has 
expressed itself. Death ‘triumphed indi- 
vidually for these three, but the human 
progress, which these three represent, does 
not stop, in spite of them dying. Death 
is unconscious, it does not have a pur- 
pose, it still works through the lack of 
adequate defence of ‘the human being, 


“because the defence against. death- stilt 


has not been found. There is a ‘dispute 
with death, because life can be prolonged 
by treating sick people, by surgery, and 
by all aspects ot medical science. But 
the most complete way to confront death 
is to prolong the security of the human 
being. Then we are going to find all the 
means, all the material, organic means 
there are in the relationship between the 
human being and nature, so as not to 


‘dispute with death, but to defeat it, 


to proceed to conquer it. Death, ultim- 
ately, is a result of the wearing out of 
the organism, so it is “necessary to find 
the key, the means of prolonging’ this 
existence, as one of the ways of con- 
fronting death. But to do this, it is neces- 


‘sary for the human being to have a 


clear, tranquil, living. mind. Having this 
results from occupying oneself* objectively: 
with understanding society; from seeing 
nature; and then seeing nature as a functé 
ion, of: the objective interest of. human- 
ity,, not: functioning in the partial: in- 
terests-.of :one or another country, one 
or another sector of the: economy,..one 
or another army, but as a». function’ -of.

But still the rest, 
no. How is it that nature is superior to 
us, to the human being? Not: to man, 
to the human being. The correct title is 
human being and not man. To keep on 
still saying man, is because of the pre- 
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vious education of the supposed superi- 
oirty of man over woman. Although 
commercially and socially with private 
property, he is supérior to woman, be- 
cause it gives him more qualities than 
the woman, historically, humanely in the 
true analysis they are equal. There is no 
difference. 


This problem of why the astronauts 
died is not simply to be confined within 
a superficia]- truth, but to understand the 
effects on the human body submitted to 
conditions ‘of different atmospheric and 
cosmic structure. This means an imtern- 
ally different composition of the atmo- 
spheric structure to ours, with the same 
elements, but with a different combin- 
ation ie. instead of two atoms of hydro- 
gen and.one. of oxygen. What. effect 
does this have? and besides, there is the 
assimilation of other gases, other 
abundant elements in constant suspens- 
ion, that have the facility of transform- 
ing themselves, having an effect, and re- 
composing themselves, losing a little, a 
millionth or a five-millionth of its mass. 
How does this energy behave? What is 
the way to dominate it, and to see how 
we can understand certain aspects of the 
human life, in which the will. exercises 
such an important function, limited, but 
very important. These are problems that 
we still do not’ have answers to, with 
which we must preoccupy ourselves in 
the sense of an immediate gain; in the 
sense of scientific comprchension.

everything, we will solve everything”; But 
matters were not -resolved,. atid: he -did 
not have the ‘experience’, nor. the: practical: 
proof that we ‘have now. . 
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gives it because it came out of nothing. 
There have been no more fhan 54 years 
of the first Workers State. It came out 
of nothing, materially from nothing, as 
we have said in dozens of texts. The 
USSR in 1917 was nothing, it was no- 
thing! The Soviets were organised by 
Lenin and Trotsky, with Lenin at the 
head, the fTeader, who organised, they 
proposed constructing a new social form, 
new social relations, based on a new 
form of property relations, of economic 
structure, which is the Worker State, the 
road to socialism. 

One could see already that humanity 
was prepared, centralising itself in the 
means, which it possessed at that mom- 
ent, which was the very poor and pre- 
carious Soviet economy, which was able 
to advance. If it was for the economy 
alone, they would not have advanced. It 
was the will to advance of the people, 
if not imperialism would have won. Ie 
humanity had not got the will to pro- 
gress, if no one thought it important, 
or did not give,a damn for the USSR, 
they would not have won. 

On the -other hand humanity grabbed 
hold of imperialism and said, “You leave 
the USSR alone’. They tid not abandon 
it. They could not speak one by one, 
but humanity expressed itself in the re- 
bellion of the French fleet on the Black 
Sea, the rebellion of the pedple, who 
were sent to fight the USsK, the action 
of the armies of Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria 
and Rumania, who passed over to the 
Soviets. It is the world pronouncement 
of the people, as in 1917, when the Rus- 
sian soldiers “voted with their feet”, and 
refused to fight: humanity voted through 
them and said; “We are with the USSR, 
leave it alone”. Already without know- 
ing it, they saw the Workers State as a 
superior form of existence. 

The Workers State, although bureau- 
cratically and administrativly controlled, 
shows that it is possible to make more 
pronounced, scientific investigations that, 
although they do not have immediat- 
ecanomic effects, have an immense in- 
fluence on the masses of.the world, 

“We. oxpress our recognition and our 
complete affection for the Soviet masses, 
fog these Soviet astronaut comrades, and 
for the USSR as such, including everyone.

without anyone throwing water on it, it 
is extinguished, because the green pasture 
prevents it advancing. As the people gain 
understanding, taking security in this, 
to dominate the problems of the 
economy, soOciety, the understanding 
of mature, then they lose the fear, 
the necessity of having to depend 
on other forces, because they see through 
their practical experiences, they are able 
to reconstruct all that exists, and besides 
to increase, and improve it, as in the 
case of the stupidity of nature that still 
makes the same banana; they are going 


. to make better things, other things ot 


a superior quality. 

To do this special feat, the USSR ex- 
presses a necessity that is unquestionable. 
Already humanity feels itself to have the 


‘force to abandon the dependency on 
_ struggling and making war to survive. It 


is necessary to eliminate capitalism, 
which still makes these wars, eliminate 
the bureaucracy of ‘the Workers States, to 
impose the Soviet type of organisation 
that develops the Workers State. Already 
humanity feels that this is so. 

The USSR shows that it is possible 
to do this, and the immense superiority 
over the capitalist system is that, with 
no more than 54 years of existence, after 
the killing of 23 million inhabitants, de- 
stroying 70% of the wealth of fhe USSR, 
they did not destroy the most important, 
the best, which is the base of human 
progress; the confidence of fhe Soviet 
masses that they could reconstruct cvery- 
thing. Capitalism could not do this. As 
capitalism was losing, retreating, hiding 
itself, it allied with the Nazis. The mas- 
ses united and triumphed. They main- 
tained their indestructible contidefice fhat 
the structure of the Workers State was 
superior to the capitalist system. Already 
the masses gave their historic verdict. 

The epoch of intelligence and reason 
is determined by the masses, who directly 
exert pressure, intervene in direct or in- 
direct form, and determine the course of 
the process. They do not lead, because 
fhey do not have the organisms, but 
they determine, because of the weight 
of their will; their decision weighs. They 
seek whatever way to express themselves, 
to concentrate. themselves, to decide, in 
trade unions, parties, whatever type of 
organism. Even in the church, even the 
military, civil, police institutions of 
capitalism. The masses use them in any 
way, to make it known that they are 
right, and. that they can live without 
having to kill one ‘another to survive 
and to progress, that they can eliminate 
the dependency from ignorance, and lack 
of knowledge, and that. consequently they 
can determine the course of human re- 
lations. 


LENIN IN SOYUZ AND

the war, support the revolutionary wars, 
support the revolution. But it gives its 
encouragement, its support, creates a 
world cl.mate of public opinion that en- 
courages the sectors, those who decide 
aid advance dnder thig stimulus. [t ob- 
liges, them to advance. And it is going 
to tliminaté fear, Because of this it con- 
centrates itself now with a sentiment of 
very profound pain and sadness to see the 
three people die, who did this act, which 
means an immense progress for human- 
ity; not just for the death of these 
three comrades, because death is still un- 
avoidable, it carinot be stopped, but for 
the significance it has as a great progress 
in which humanity seeks to defeat in- 
convenience, spate, the unknown, forms 
still unknown for science, to confront 
forms of new relations with nature. They 
are new relations with nature, or with 
the cosmos, and in these new relations 
it was logical that there would be a 
stries of results like this, and these three 
comrades knew it. 

Being experienced in the domain of 
space, they would have known this. They 
knew the effects, but they went none the 
less. They had already experienced it. 
They did not. want to. be paid millions, 
only the order of Lenin, VIVA LENIN! 

They did not want millions, like they 
give thé Yankess. None of them wanted 
this. On the other hand they took up 
Lenin; Lenin signified the objective ex- 
pression of the farte of communism to 
objectively impel the progress of human- 
ity. Becats¢ of this, these three Soviet 
comrades had Lenin in their cabin, and 
did not take a toy dog, which is what 
the “American astronauts took; these 
went without any preoccupation, and 
without any ‘relations “with the progress 
of humanity: Lérin signifies the most 


elevated. progress of’ society. 


The ‘pictire of: Lenin was. not sdher- 
efit? to the leader of the Russian Re- 
wvolution, but the most elevated expres- 


sion of the progress of humanity. Be- 
sides that, it is the recognition that 
these are the means for the progress of 
humanity. This is why they took Lenin. 
It was a symbol, it was direct commun- 
ication, between the past of 1917 and 
the future of humanity. They did not 
take up Lenin simply as a symbol, or 
as a means of communicating with the 
world worker vanguard. This was part 
of it. But they took it as a means of 
communicating with the Soviet masses, 
with the masses of the world, to show 
them what is the aim of the objective 
development of the USSR; which is not 
the conscious: development in the inter- 
est of the bureaucracy. Their historic 
nature prevents them from having this 
capacity of comprehension. Their historic 


= 


nature 1s counterrevolutionary, but in 
their actual function they cannot be 
counterrevolutionary, they are obliged to 
confront capitalism. This obliges them, 
then, to change their structure, change 
their functioning, and maintaining their 
historic counterrevolutionary nature they 
have, in their turn, to work objectively 
to contain capitalism, without leaving the 
controls and the lever of power. They 
have to combine all this. But already in 
this combination they cannot surrender 
as they did in Spain or Greece. Now 
they have to let Lenin go up with Soyuz, 
to give arms to Egypt and to send 20 
thousand Soviet soldicrs to Egypt. The 
fleet in the Mediterranean does not go 
to smash the revolution, it goes to sup- 
port the revolutionary movement of the 
Arab masses, and also in part to control 
it, to mediate and impede what escapes 
its control, but already it cannot domin- 
ate this control. Now it cannot do this. 


MANKIND CAN CREATE NEW RELATIONS WITH NATURE 


The masses of the world see Soyuz, 
the Soviet astronauts, and the behaviour 
of the leadership of the Workers State. 
They see that it is not as before, that 
even though there is not a constant, 

rmanent, revolutionary behaviour, s¢e- 
ing that there is not yet the revolutionary 
behaviour, that calls for the struggle for 
power, and the smashing of the capitalist 
system, they see that the bureaucracy 
stimulates the struggle by confronting the 
capitalist system. It is accompanied by 
positions and measures that tend to con- 
ciliate with capitalism. But the masses 
understand that in the course of history, 
what is obviously tending to become 
elevated, is not conciliation with capital- 
ism, but the imevitable necessity of con- 
fronting the capitalist system. They sec 
that this trip to space of Soyuz was not 
to conciliate with the system. Because 
of this, they put Lenin forward. If not, 
they would not put him forward. It is 
the superiority of the Workers State that 
said to the masses of the world; “This 
is better than the capitalist system”. 
Objectively, though the bureaucracy 
tries to appropriate this progress to just- 
ify its own existence, it impels the re- 
volution, now it must impel the revolut- 
ion. 


The masses of the world see these 
conclusions. They measure the exact, con- 
crete function of science. In capitalism 
science means Vietnam, signifies the 
crushing of the North American masses, 
it means the imprisonment of Davis, it 
means the assassination of presidents and 
senators of the United States, the killing 
of Negro leaders, even pacifists, while 
Soyuz and the picture of Lenin signify 
the support for Egypt, the support for 
Korea and Vietnam, the call for the 
Anti-imperialist World United Front, and 
the unconditional support for the Latin 
American governments that confront im- 
perialism. The masses unify this. Although 
seeing and feeling that it is possible to 
do much more, they unify it in their 
consciousness, and see that these are use- 
ful measures. They do not have means 
of distinguishing, reasoning, deducing and 
determining politically, because they do 
not have the organisms to do it; so 
where there are communist parties, 
workers centres, socialist parties of the 
masses, the masses have the means to 
intervene. But in a whole list of countries 
such a possibility does not exist, in Latin 
America, in Africa, in Asia. Never the 
less, the masses have not been mistaken. 
Imperialism has not succeeded in attract- 
ing a single mass movement in the world, 
neither with its astronautical expeditions, 
nor through the war it makes. Not a 
single one—which shows the masses 
sense of smell, and their sense of historic 
indignation. Not a single movement has 
been gained. While in whatever part of 
the world, every important movement of 
the masses has a bond, in one way Or 
another, with the Soviet Union, with 
China, with Cuba. It is the inclination, 
the tendency of the masses in a natural 
form, measuring and judging history by 
the social economic consequences, ob- 
viously, but also the social relations. 
They see the superiority of the Soviet 
regime. They still se¢ in a very limited 
way, because there are not sovicts in 
the USSR, and there is not socialist de- 
mocracy. But even so, although socialist 
democracy dogs not exist, progress and 
the path is not towards augmenting the 
negation of socialist democracy. They are 
going to have to open the doors, like the 
discussion of the writers, which is not 
the same as the discussion of the writers 
two years ago. It is a discussion in which 
is posed, though in a general form, but 
not abstractly, that art must serve the 
construction of communism, Not ‘‘Sociaj- 


‘ist Realism”, the construction of social- 


ism. Stalin said “Soc‘alist Realism", 
which was just him boasting; preventing 
the formation of currents of public opin- 


ion in art, of description, of works that 
were a condemnation of the Soviet 
bureaucracy. This is “Socialist Realism”. 
It was a culogy above reality, directed 
to sustaining, supporting, submitting :t- 
self to the Soviet bureaucracy, On the 
other hand the ‘construction of commun- 
ism includes the heroism, and the cap- 
acity, of the workers in the construction, 
which these writers like Solzhenitsin re- 
sent; “No, this is an abberation, The 
writer must be free to say what he wants”. 
Why does he have to be free? Dees the 
bourgeois also have to be free? Does 
the soldier also have to be free? Does 
the politician have to be free? Why does 
the writer have to be freé and the 
politician not? Does not the trade union 
have to be free? The trade’ union js to 
défend the revolutionary class interests, 
to impel the struggle for socialism. And 
why shouldn't the writer have to do the. 
same? Does he lead a life of relations 
apart from this? Does he live in some 
compartment outside existence? Where 
are the roots of his inspiration? What 
are they? Whose are they? This is to 
say the writer is aquiring an elitist at- 
titude, an elitist inclination and conclus- 
ion, This Congress of Writers is combat- 
ing this. The achievements are limited, 
but it is combating this. Before is sup-, 
ported itself on this. Before they put 
them in prison as insane, they put them. 
in prison. They could not combat them 
bureaucratically, and if they combated 
them with the truth, making the masses 
intervene, the bureaucracy would have to 
send them to the mental hospital too. 
Today they feel more powerful. What 
it is necessary to see from this Congress 
of Writers is not these conclusions, but 
the significance of these conclusions. Be- 
fore they made them prisoners, because 
they could not face them, now they 
face them and tell them; “No art has 
to be like this”. Because behind them 
is Soyuz, is the Lunakhod, but also is 
the support of Egypt, the Middle East. 


Science is not an abstraction, socially 
considered science is human, social con- 
sciouness. Science is not the result of 
the capacity of one or another individual. 
It finds a nucleus or is centralized in 
one or another individual, in one or an- 
other layer of the population, Conscious- 
ness signifies knowing the structure, the 
relationship, the movement of things 
whether through scientific formula or soc- 
ial progress. This is science. All the rest 
has been added, But this is science, be- 
cause to live it is necessary to know 
nature. What it to know nature? How 
it moves, how it lives, how it functions, 
how it transforms itself. This is science. 
All the rest is to add words and pedantri- 
es. But they add no capacity. Until now 
humanity has made a particular distinct- 
ion in relation to science, because they 
did not have access to it. They: did not 
have access. Once humanity has access 
to it, it will lose all its mystery. Science! 
Science is simply the organised conscious- 
ness, the organise# consciousness that 
permits intervention in the relations with 
nature. But the most important are the 
social relations that determine the cap- 
acity to tater extract from nature. Cap- 
acity signifies; the capacity to see, to 
dominate, to transform and to find the 
means to realise such action. Thus death 
triumphs individually and not socially.

The division into conscious, 
subcenscious, unconscious, 
corresponds to the normal func- 
tioning of the brain in this stage 
ofthistory.

| Therelation between beauty, 
love,death, andthe 


' construction of 


communism. 


The process of the construction of Communism does not begin with the taking of power, 
‘it begins before. The construction of Communism means social bases, scientific bases 


‘which include human relations. 


Certainly economic, social and scientific relations 


need .power to materialise, organise and lead them. This determines the course of the 


association of the relations of the population. But in human relations this is not the 


case; changes can be made without taking power because they are problems of ideas, 
of understanding. And the ideas, the understanding, the feeling advance much quicker 
‘than:the economy, the regime of property, of distribution and economic relations. 


Before taking power and in taking 
power, the Workers State is construc- 
ted; it must advance in social relations, 
as in economic and social relations. But 
essentially and substantially in social re- 
lations which are the construction of 
the feelings, of the effects, the relation 
of love and fraternity. In capitalism this 
has been developed through human neces- 
sity, human relations, but perverted, de 
termined by the interest of accumul- 
ation, of capitalist exploitation, of capi- 
tal, commerce, which determine the forms 
of this development of sentiment. 

They are problems which require pre- 
occupation. They are not problems in 
which one has to be involved afterwards, 
but now. It is necessary to establish the 
bases which afterwards allow experiences 
and then improvement. For example the 
capitalist system developed the concept 
of love and beauty in accordance with 
relations of interest, while the concepts 
of beauty and love are the most elevated 
expressions of human relations. But on 
what basis? The conception of love in 
capitalism is the sexual relation. This 
is false. The sexual relation is legitimate 
but it forms part of the sentiment of hu- 
man procreation otherwise no, otherwise 
it is an egoist relation, conservative, which 
afterwards determines all the problems 
which private property has created. 

Capitalism established beauty on the 
basis of form, colour, combination, the 
effects which they produce in the con- 
sciousness, the sight, the sentiments, But 
almost 21] the feeling of beauty which 
capitalism creates is based on corporal 
beauty having a direct relationship with 
sex or sensual beauty. On the other 
hand beauty must be everything which 
promotes ideas, sentiments, objective hu- 
man relations, which determines the pro- 

of humanity, the pure, elevated 
relations of humanity. This is beauty. 
Lenin was the most beautiful human 
being in: the world. The Bolsheviks were 
the most beautiful human beings in the 
world because they communicate, develop 
the most pure ideas, the most beautiful 
ideas which allowed them to see the 
world as beautiful, not the world as an 
enemy; which allowed them to love nat 


ure not as a dispute with nature. Hence 
the sentiment of beauty, of love, ad- 
vances. Beauty is the creation of the 
human being. It is not a creation of 
nature. It is the human being which 
determines what is beautiful. Until now 
beauty has been evaluated through form, 
the figure, the face, the skin, the body, 
because it is united to sensual interest 
and inclination. When this inclination 
disappears—which is already on the way— 
the quality will be intelligence, the cap- 
acity for human love, human relations. 
And there will be no difference between 
loving a child and loving a woman, to 
love a child or to love a man. What differ- 


_ ence is there going to be? The differences 


that have been established are the result 
of social relations. 

What. is going to determine the future 
is intelligence,.capacity to persuade, to 
organise, to construct, to give strength. 
This is what is going to determine. The 
form of the face does not matter, what is 
important is the function of the human 
being, the same with nature. Today it is 
different because it is based on sensual- 
ity and commercial interest in which 
sensuality is included, But in the Workers 
States now this must not be the case. 

The union of the couple must be 
determined by the revolutionary will, 
sentiment and consciousness. It is the 
more elevated form of beauty. Lenin was 
the most beautiful person in the world, 
since it is he who after Marx and Engels 
was dedicated to the essential problems 
of humanity. How not to see that this 
is beautiful! There is not a rose or a 
flower more beautiful than Lenin that 
awakens more beautiful sentiments than 
Lenin, and also the Bolsheviks. This is 
the most beautiful experience, It is the 
consciousness of the historic function 
which they have played. The rest is 
beauty in form originating with the capi- 
talist regime. Form and content exists 
for this. Lenin is form and content. In 
capitalism it is only form, what content? 

Lenin is the form and content who 
was concemed with the human being 
to impel the human being, not an aspect 
which is egoism, sex, the economy. Lenin 
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is for us the most beautiful human being 
who awakened the most beautiful senti- 
ment, the most noble sentiment. 

Flowers are lovely because they app- 
roximate to our sentiments, not because 
the flower is lovely. What quality has 
the flower to be lovely? We give this 
quality to the flower, it is not nature 
which says, “This is lovely, this is ugly 
...” A series of sensations respond to 
the sentiments in construction of hu- 
manity. And the more it defines itself, 
the more humanity associates nature with 
itself. And tomorrow we are going to 
persuade nature. Tomosrow, nature is 
going to produce petals which scatter 
a fragrance which envelops everything, 
all the intention of people. The fra- 
grance of flowers will represent the inten- 
tion of Communism. Fragrance and Com- 
munism will be the same. Not much is 
necessary for this. Hence flowers exist 
as a symbol of the unity of the human 
being, for example the flowers which 


they put on the graves of the dead,. 


which are a symbol of unity: they want 
to maintain the unity with the dead. It 
is the human being who refuses to dis- 
appear or who struggles not to disappear. 
Hence they present flowers, with this 
they try to maintain unity with death, 
not feeling abandoned or without strength 
in front of nature. 


They are all problems which humanity 
is already living through. When we pose 
them it is because they are already being 
lived. In one way or another suggestions, 
hints, indicate that they are discussing 
and that there is a concern with these 
problems. When there is a concern with 
these problems, it is because humanity is 
certain that Communism is only a problem 
of time. It is not discussing whether it 
is going to reach it or not Hence the 
problem of tactics does not now affect us. 
Humanity is already unified in that it 
has to finish with capitalism. Now it has 
conquered, now it has won the petit 
bourgeoisie and a sector of the bourgeoisie 
is immobilised. It is necessary to finish 
with all this ignominy. It is absurd to 
have to kill another to eat. It is horrible. 
The war wakens sentiments of nausea, 
why the war? For what? But before 
finishing with capitalism there is the 
nausea against war, and nausea means 
that if we could avoid the war, we would 
do it. As we cannot impede it, it is neces- 
sary to kill, to overthrow capitalism. 
This is the conclusion of the dialectical 
materialist consciousness.

These concerns were those of Lenin,

Communism is necessary, and hence, we 
can be concerned with these things. All 
the feeling of egotism which private: pro-:

The human being is going to be 
concerned to prolong life, not to exploit 
nature, or to defend the conservative or 
egotistic -interests, and it will find it 
stupid to die. Once humanity has succeed- 
ed in conquering the feeling of death, 
scientific means and a greater dominion 
of nature are going to allow the solution 
to these problems. 


Leyland, and the rest of the car and 
car component industry under wor- 
kers’ contro! and without compen- 
sation; and to base themselves on the 
mobilisations of the workers.

The application of the Industrial Relations Act against the TGWU, and against 
the work to rule of the railwaymen marks a new stage in the advance towards 
civil war in the country. The capitalist class applies the act, inspite of all the 
risks, and in the worst possible conditions for them, to try to maintain its in 
ternal cohesion, to impede the development of defeatist currents within itself. From 
a social point of view, even more than from ap economic one, it cannot afford 
to allow another victory like that of the miners, and so it tries to take what profit 
. it can from the lack of preparation of the workers leadership to impose the hard 
line. It shows that capitalism, as in Italy and France is Preparing to reply to the 
masses as it is already doing in Ireland, with repression and armed force, And 
for this reason once more all the bourgeoisie of Europe are following with anxiety 
the Outcome of this latest confrontation between the Tory government and the 


British working class. 


But this is 1972 in a world where 
thére. is “Vietnam” where “there * is the 
struggle in Ireland, where there are 14 
Workers States, 16 Revolutionary States, 
where as an expression of the. process 
of partial regeneration the Soviet Union 
intervenes to help the establishment of 
Bangladesh, where it arms and stimulates 
the offensive of the Vietcong, and the 
North Vietnamese Workers State to 
throw US Imperialism and its puppet 
regime out of South Vietnam. This is the 
world situation, in which the Tory gov- 
ernment using its parliamentary . major- 
ity tries to impose the Industrial Relat- 
ions Act. But as its parliamentary ma- 
jority is not an expression of a social 
majority, because it was elected after 
the massive abstention of the Labour 
vanguard, it isn’t going to be able to 
impose a hard line. It has the laws, the 
courts, the army and the police to do 
it, but these are not the elements which 
decide. What decides is the social author- 
ity of the nuling class, the authority Over 
the middle layers of society, and its 
own confidence, and internal cohesion. 
And this it clearly doesn’t have, Its 
disagreements over Ireland, over the Com- 
mon Market, over whether to make con- 
cessions or apply repression, all express 
the disintegration of tho British bourge- 
oisie in -front of the advance of the 
world revolution, and the revolution in 
Britain and Ireland. 

In the few days since the invoking of 
the law one thing has become absolut- 
ely clear; the masses are not going to 
uccept it, are not going to be intimid- 
ated into stopping their struggle, But 
on the contrary, this is going to serve 
as a stimulus to the elevation of the 
political level of the struggle. Every big 
strike is going to challenge the authonty 
of the government. The trade union 
leadership will be intimidated, as the 
railway leadership has’ been in the last 
days, because it never bargained for this 
type of confrontation, and it is not pre- 
pared for it either politically, theoretic- 
ally or from the point of view of its 
own militant construction. Even though 
other trade union leadership are likely 
to react more firmly than Sidney Green 
and company, none of them can be ex- 
pected to organise the struggle at the 
level the situation demands, and so the 
trade union militants, the militants of 
the L.P. and C.P. must begin the organ- 
tsation of the struggle against this law 
and the capitalist government, which 
passed it, by massive class actions, strik- 
es, demonstrations, factory occupations 
leading towards a general strike, without 
waiting for the leadership. © 


Thus this action of the. government is 
gving to stimilare-y ce of left 
currents in the T.U.’s, L.P. and CP. The 
workers affected by the law have shown 
their contempt: for it. The dockers of 
Liverpool continue to black the Heaton 
hauliers in spite of the court intreasing 
the fine on the TGWU from 5,000 to 
£55,000, inspite of all the appeals of 
Jack Jones. The Southern Railwaymen 
responded to the provocation of the 
management by walking out, after the 
court had ruled that they must work 
normally, while several union branches 
and the Conference of the A.U.E.W. 


have called to the Transport Workers 
Union not to pay the fine. The oppos- 
ition to these laws, is going to be made 
a centre around which the working class 
is going to concentrate to express all 
its anti-capitalist hatred, overcome the 
limitations and timidity of its leader- 
Ship, put itself in contact with the 
petit bourgeoisie, and show _ itself cap- 
ablo of defeating the reactionary and 


repressive measures of the capitalist 
government. It is expressing the same 
sentiment as the Irish masses, who 


maintain the free areas, the same as the 
Vietnamese Masses, expressing that they 
want a change of regime and end to the 


arrogance and bagharity of the capitalist.

All those leaderships in the TU’s' now 
who feel insecure, who are conciliators 
in a situation, which allows no more 
conciliation, all those who do not feel 
impelled to respond to the combative 
sentiment of the base whatever the cost, 
are going to tend to move aside, leaving 
the field clear for the advance of those 
who are more genuine representatives of 
the class. Thus this act is gbing to act 
much more as a blow against the ap- 
paratus of the trade union than at the 
base.

this when he said; “This act lets loose 
the militants and catches the moderates, 
it is a lovely piece of legislation for the 
ultra-left.”" When the TUC leadership 
says that the unions should go into the 
Industrial Relation Court to plead their 
case, it shows that it is preparing to try 
to resist the capitalist law on the capit- 
alists own legal grounds: and this is 
‘doomed to failure. The only way to re- 
sist the law, to defeat it and to pass to 
a more elevated level of struggle, is by 
mobilising all the anti-capitalist feeling 
which exists in the country, by class act- 
ions. This is what permitted the miners 
to win, and this is what: has to be: done 
from this. moment..

The atomic war which imperialism 
is preparing is the world triumph oft 
the Socialist Revolution 
J. Posadas 15-8-7] 


There are communist comrades who declare “It is 


the atomic war, it is necessary to demonstrate that it can be avoided”. But 
what it is necessary to demonstrate is not the inevitability ‘of the atomic 


capacity to think gives to it a part of consciousness, but not completely,

In 
completely. Capitalism will not abandon 


by nature, for which our con 
human society yes, it has succeeded 
history, will not allow the revolution 


fo advance in such a way as to suffocate it, without first defending itsclf. 


This is what it is necessary to dis- 
cuss. It is not possible to discuss in 
the abstract. Capitalism can defend it- 
self, and will defend itself, because it 
is not a problem either of good will 
or of understanding, or of sentiment, 
or of fear. Capitalism is afraid. One 
sector abandons the camp of the atomic 
war to contain it. But this is not the 
capitalist system, it is simply a_ sector. 
As a system capitalism is preparing the 
atomic war. 

How does this express itself? In a 
centralised form; all science, literature, 
the technical capacity of capitalism js 


directed to the preparation of atomic 
arms. For what? It is the atomic war! 
What are they doing on the moon? It 
is part of the Preparation. for the 
atomic war. 

We must explain to the communists, 
not in the abstract as they say: “is it 
possible or is it not possible.” We must 
explain concretely what is the historic 
attitude of the classes, and the attitude 
of the classes, and the attitude, precise 
and concrete of this capitalism, in which 
technique, science, the economy, soci- 
ety, literature are all directed to demon- 
Strate the necessity that capitalism con- 


tinues to live, preparing in the mean- 
timc, the technical capacity for the 
atomic war. At the same time the fear 
of capitalism disappearing, causes splits 
within it. But the sector, which wants 
to withdraw, which seeks to negotiate 
with the Soviets is not the sector which 
decides. What decides is the one, which 
has the possibility of using atomic arms. 

In the course of the full discussion of 
European unity, of friendship with the 
USSR, the French have launched an- 
other atomic bomb. The British in Bel- 
fast, with their massacres, show that 
not only do they not abandon their hist- 
oric function, but they do not intend 
to abandon even Ireland. The Yanks are 
massacring in Vietnam. If they with- 
draw from Latin America, for example, 
it is because they do not have the 
Strength to support themselves, they 
withdraw not because they have decided 
to allow the atomic war to be lost, but 
to re-order their strategy—as can be 
seen in the fact, that they continue to 
dedicate their budget above all to the 
war, atomic arms continue to exist, the 
search for the atomic war continues, and 
the world repression continues. If the 
world repression of Imperialism is re- 
duced, it is because it does not have 
the strength to carry out that policy,

There is only on¢ way of preventing 
itjto- make the revolution, and to take 
power. If it was possible to make the 
“Tevolution, and to take power without 
“leading to atomic war, it would be 
simple, and we would have done'it. The 
“communists would already have done it. 
If the communists do not take power, 
t is because they fear, precisely the 
fomic reaction of Imperialism. But 
with the policy, which they are making, 
they are giving breathing space to. Im- 
perialism, to arm itself with more atom- 
weapons. Why don't they take power 
in Italy and France? If they took power 
what could happen? NATO would 
come. They would send aeroplanes, and 
ships. Also in. Vietnam it sent them, 
and now they return—those who can 
return, the others fall. Imperialism is 
ready to intervene at any moment in 
which it can, to contain the revolution. 
If it does not intervene more, it is be- 
cause the revolution contains it. Now 
Imperialism can put up with things 
once, twice, five, ten, twenty times, but 
there are limits to this. One way to 
measure the limit, is the internal crisis 
of American capitalism. This, shows the 
‘maximum level of the crisis. But also 
the greatest crisis, like this present 
crisis, which expresses itself in the trip 
of Nixon to China, does not diminish 
in any way the atomic programme, the 
atomic armaments, the atomic strategy. 
Why does it do this? If it was ready 
to renounce atomic war, or could stop 
itself, this would be seen then in Amer- 
ican investments in armaments, which 
would diminish, and in interior changes 
in the United States, in a policy, which 
would show effectively. that Imperialism 
bas abandoned the atomic war. Only 
workers power can do this. The Imperi- 
qlists say “yes, I am not going to launch 
the war, I do not want it, I am against, 
the atomic war is a barbarism.” And 
meanwhile they prepare the atomic war. 
One of the essential arguments, which 
prevents Imperialism from launching the 
atomic war is their fear of disappear- 
ing, above all, because it sees Soviet 
superiority, and secondly, because it 
thinks: and after the atomic war, what 
then? Will capitalism survive? The mas- 
ses of the United States have demon- 
Re strated now that in the war they will 
z smash capitalism. This introduces, and 
- deepens pessimism in the American rul- 
4 ing class, in American Imperialism. It

All this signifies that once nature is 
dominated, we can make it change. To- 
day we are stil] submitted to it. Nature 
does not know what it does, it cannot 
think, and has no consciousness. Her re- 
lationship are those of her coming to 
the world, but tomorrow we are going 
to be able to say: “Why are things this 
way?” Today this is not yet possible, be- 
cause first we must dominate society, and 
then only dedicate ourselves to nature.

Because things are like this, because 
nature still has more strength than we 
have in this respect, but not for all 
other aspects. This is why we must first 
of all resolve the social problem, elimin- 
ate the class-struggle, eliminate capital- 
ism, eliminate the bureaucracy, make the 
world a whole, Then the human capacity

And the American war apparatus is not’ 
only constituted. of atomic arms, it is 
the whole world strategy, the trips to 
the moon, the American fiect in the 
world, the economic aid, the support 
to the counter revolution. All this to- 
gether is their programme. If the Amer- 
icans were ready to renounce atomic 
war, it would mean that they would at- 
cept a competition with the Workers 
State. And it is clear they do not ac- 
cept; Chile is a small country, which 
has little strength, it has to confront 
the Americans, and now they deprive it 
of credits, and sabotage commercial en- 
terprises. Peru and Bolivia are small 
countries, Yankee Imperialism tries to 
subdue and crush them, to prevent them 
giving an example, and they develop with 
measures towards Workers States. Thus 
it is necessary to discuss. 

How does the state of mind of 
Yankee Imperialism express itself? Its 
consciousness and readiness for the fut- 
ure shows itself in the measures which 
it takes. What is the greatest concern 
of American Imperialism? Atomic pre- 
paration. How is this expressed? In the 
fact that the greatest expenditure of 
the budget of the United States, the 
greater part of the scientific capacity of 
the United States is entirely dedicated 
to war preparation. Tne trip to the 
moon has nothing to do with discovery 
or with knowledge of the origin of the 
moon. They go to study the origin of 
the moon; but what do they gain from 
this? Immediately in a perspective of 
10-20-30 and 40 years what importance 
has the moon for the economy and 
production? It has no importance, But 
the expenditures amount to milliards of 
dollars. Why do théy go there now? 
They go there to study what military 
utilisation they can make of the moon 
to sustain American Imperialism. There 
are no other fundamental interests 
apart from this. There are other second- 
ary interests—secondary today, tomor- 
row they will be decisive—among them 
the search for an answer to the question 
of this society, of the earth, on the 
nature and the orgin of the moon, and 
this then implies the question; from 
where do we come, where do we go, 
and in the meantime what do’ we do? 
Well, the communist comrades must 
answer this. Let them show that this 
is not the case.- 

The Americans have easily spent 
25000 million dollars studying the 
moon, and about 70,000 millions in 
Vietnam, ft is sufficient to eliminate 
hunger and misery in the world, and to 
inaugurate plans of industrial production 
in each backward country. Why not do 
it? And why dont they also do it in the 
United States? There is an increase in 
investments and in production, but who 
consumes? 


The devaluation of the dollar is a’ 


direct result of the situation of crisis 
in the United States, determined by the 
fact, that they cannot increase internal 


es, with the same means as we have to- 
day. Then humanity will do what the 
Soviets are just beginning to do: go on 
other planets, and see what is happening 
there. Already the Soviets are now pos- 
ing: that if one does prove that life ex- 
ists on Mars, then it will be possible to 
envisage the relationships with human 
beings in a rational way. They do not 
talk of human beings, because they may 
take another form, because life can have 
another form. They talk of rational 
beings on another planet. All this ton- 
firms absolutely what I have posed. 
Your preoccupations are unjust, for 
there is no reason for you to have them. 
In the first place you have texts, which 
exist; secondly with a small amount of 
cultural preoccupation on your behalf, 
you could find the solutions.

And it sees that Socially 
in the United States the revolution has 
already begun. It has begun in the form 
in which it could begin in the objective 
situation, the concrete present situation; 
resistance of the masses to the plans 
of the war of American Imperialism. 
This is the way in which the revolution 
begins. 

Imperialism seeks to win time, If it 
had been able to launch the war it would 
have done so. If it had been able to 
crush the revolution it would have done 
it. It tried. to smash Cuba, and the re- 
sult is that the-existence of Cuba in- 
fluences the whole of Latin America. If 
it had been able to smash Vietnam, 
Cambodia, Laos, it would have done it. 
The result is that they have to leave 
it, and they are seeking the way to 
withdraw without being seen, The 
North American people is against the 
war. In the North American Army, they 


are publishing sixty journals, all against - 


the war! The soldiers refuse to fight, and 
they consult among themselves on 
whether or not to obey orders. Groups 
of soldiers pass directly over to the 
Vietnamese as “prisoners”! They go to 
the other side—60 thousand deserters! 
The Americans’ see all this, they realise 
that they have no possiility of resolving 
the prolem, nor of making economic 
competition, nor social competition. 
Hence they prepare the war. Otherwise 
it would be an inert regime. The affirm- 
ation that “no regime leaves history 
without resorting to all means to remain” 
means that Imperialism is the result of 
the functioning of the capitalist system. 
It is not only the result of the mentality 
of one, four, five, fifteen people. The 
capitalist system has created these types, 
and these types now create, and develop 
the capitalist system, whose life depends 
on all this. The capitalists dominate the 
economy, are the ones who decide. The 
others are accessory elements. ' 

It is now clearer that the “Mcnam- 
ara business” is part of an_ internal 
struggle, it does not reduce in any way 
their weakenss. Evidently the policy of 
Nixon conflicts in a series of cases with 
the small group of generals who deter- 
mine, conflicts directly with them, be- 
cause Nixon tries to survive. The gener- 
als have their hands ready to press the 
button, because they are those who re- 
present with more realism than Nixon 
the capitalist system. It is to them that 
the Soviets at times address themselves, 
seeking to deepen the division between 
diverse sectors. They have success for a 


and see that there is no fear of death 
but, that one goes, and another tomes. 
Your preoccupation reflects a whole 
individualistic selfishness. If you had 
an objective preoccupation of impel- 
ling, you would not feel like this, You 
would preoccupy yourself with how we 
advanced, how we progress. Your attitude 
conceals a background of selfish and con- 
servative sentiments on the whole, other- 
wise you would not say these things; 
humanity is not preoccupied with all 
this. 

Humanity struggles, progresses and ad- 
vances, it does not preoccupy itself with 
knowing what is going to happen to- 
morrow. It feels that tomorrow there is 
going to be another society, in which it 
will be able to detide with science and 
technique, and envisage the way to act. 
Today nature imposes. Tomorrow it will 
not work the same way, it is us who are 
going to impose. The problem is not that 
“death can be victorious over us, can 
triumph”. NO! The problem is still the 
one of lack of means, of insufficient re- 
lationships, and also that nature still 
has more forces than we have. (although 
even that is relative) It is relative in the

proletarian masses, still not organised. 
Even if not organised, they’ve attracted? 
their support. Without the sympathy, 
without the indirect support, and at 
times, direct support of the North Amer- 
ican worker masses, ‘the petit bourgedisie 
would not have the decision thus to con- 
front American Imperialism. The petit 
bourgeoisie are representatives of the 
power of the American proletariat, who 
still have not animated themselves to 
intervene. A series of movements, of 
blows, impels them to intervene, in such 
a way that it seems to happen by sur- 
prise, Just as every general strike, in the 
form, is spontaneous. 

It is necessary to discuss with the 
communists, arguing. Why the atomic 
war? 

This does not mean desiring to make 
the war so that Imperialism may disap- 
pear, but to see reality. When there is 
an illness, an infection, we say: “there 
is illness, infection?” We cannot conceal 
it. It is necessary to diagnose in order 
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increases also the pessimism in the sect- consumption. a ee, 


sense that it can still dispose individually - 
of each one of us, but socially it ocete 
no longer, 

Therefore the problem is not of to 
morrow's security, We are sure of what 
tomorrow is going to be like. Today 
nature still has more forces than wa 
have, but it is a relative force, It ig this 
way that the human being has the force 
to go to Venus, to Mars, already it 
feels capable. He begins to dominate the 
Planetary system, the physical planetary 
system. And if already he does this, it 
is that he is invincible, But today we 
must resolve the problems on the earth, 
ic. the society.

create and elaborate are confidence, and 
the assurance that we can resolve every- 
thing. It is not possible to lack assur- . 
ance, to be afraid, because that means 
conservatism and individualism. It is not 
possible to be preoccupied with death, 
If one dies the others remain, for pro- 
gress never stops.

to intervene. And to diagnose it, is 
necessary to see reality, not to hide it, 
not to fear it, nor to believe that to 
See it, means to inaugurate a disaster. 
But it is necessary to see it. We do not 
want the war in Vietnam, but there is 
the war in Vietnam. We do not want the 
crisis in the Middle East, but there is 
the crisis in the Middle East, and they 
kill, and they assassinate. Then it is 
‘mecessary to see it. 

Fundamentally, when the communists 
say “we can avoid the nuclear war” it 
expresses a fear, an historic fear, a feel- 
‘ing of smallness. To admit that the 
‘atomic war is inevitable, makes. them 
‘feel small in front of forces, which sur- 
ypass them. This happens, because they 
were not prepared for this task. It they 
‘werTe prepared, they would see it, and 
“say “No, it is coming”. But as they are 
mot prepared, they do not know what 
‘will happen tomorrow, and they are 
afraid, afraid of confronting a future 
which they do not know. It is a con- 
tinuation Of the fear, which in all the 
struggles against the capitalist system, is 
determined by not knowing, what will 
-happen tomorrow, because there is not 
a party, there is not a programme, there 
is not a preparation, there is not a dis- 
cipline, there is not the organisation to 
confront the capitalist system. But there 
is the organisation to dispute power 
with the capitalist system through par- 
tiament. Then this is the way in which 
they reason. The Soviets are losing their 
fear somewhat, because they are forced 
to, and they see concretely the prepar- 
ation of the war. As they are the ones 
who have the power, and the answer to 
the war depends on them, then they have 
to see it. It is not a logical, social 
reasoning, but a reasoning that is over- 
whelmingly military, because they have 
a -social fear of marxist reasoning. They 
do not reason in a marxist way. When 
they say “the atomic war is the end of 
Imperialism”, it is because they admit 
the possibility of the atomic war. The 
single fact of admitting the possibility 
means, that they recognise the existence 
of the causes which lead to it. What 
are they? How can they bei analysed? 
What is the behaviour of Imperialism? 
What is the significance of the present 
crisis of the dollar? Is it a destruction 
of the capitalist system? ls it a product 
of bad financial calculation, or of a 
pad exchange system? What does it 
mean? In part they say it “It is the war 
in Vietnam”. Good, and why does Im- 
perialism run this risk? The moncy 
which sustains the basis of the capitalist 
system runs this risk? Why such a risk? 
And why does the world capitalist syst- 
em accept it? All the capitalist countries 
are committed to the doHar, because 
they know that the fall of Yankee Im- 
perialism is the fall of them all. Hence 
they allow this game of the North 
American currency, not for Yankee econ- 
omic’ industrial power, which it does not 
have in the same proportion as before. 
1t has atomic power, but from the econ- 
omic and industrial point of view its 


power is not in the same proportion. It 


is true that they have to devalue the 

dollar to compete with the Germans, 

with the English, with the French. But 
iis 


they have to devalue it, because of the 
expenses caused by the war in Vietnam. 

It is mecessary to give many argu- 
ments, to argue. The communists see 
that capitalism makes the war, but they 
think they can prevent it, But not be- 
cause they believe it, but because they 
do not see another force, If they saw 
an organised force, directed systematit- 
ally to take power, they would lose the 
fear of secing reality as it is. On the 
other hand they conceal it, and base 
themselves on a perverse human senti- 
ment of capitalism, not on a human sol- 
id, fraternal feeling. Capitalism has 
human sentiments, but perverse ones. 
Then it is necessary to see reality as it 
is. The mentality and thp perverse senti- 
ment of capitalism is -the result of ifs 
relations to property. Its life is this. 
They do not know how. to make another. 
Take a bourgeois away from his function 
of possessing money, and he remains an 
idiot. Take the administrators and all 
these people away from their functions 
and they do not understand anything, 
know nothing. All these “executives” are 
people to execute! All! They are all com- 
plete idiots. They cannot see the world 
outside this ambience. Never in the 
history of humanity has there been a 
regime (not even in the feudal epoch, 
which did not have the technique of 
today) so mediocre and so backward as 
capitalism. If one makes the comparison 
with technique and science, one sges that 
they can reach the moon, examine it, 
seeking to find out about its origins, 
they are not afraid of landing on the 
moon, but they are incapable of forseeing 
what will happen tomorrow here on 
earth. Hence they land on the moon, 
The Americans are incapable of for- 
seeing what will happen tomorrow, 
These in Vietnam expected: “We invade, 
and in a few months we will liquidate 
everything...” They do not know what 
will happen tomorrow, because they 
have the desperation to win the war, and 
to continue to conquer as capitalism. 
‘And who guarantees this? The North 


American masses have already demon-' 


strated that neither before, during or 
after the war will they sustain it. Im- 
periajism is decrepit! It is a handfull of 
American generals who control the des- 
tiny of the capitalist system. Just a 
handful of generals! This cannot be de- 
cided only in the United States, it is 
true. But the survival of the capitalist 
system is decided in the military plans 
of American Imperialism. The American 
military plans are the ones which decide. 

But it is necessary to speak with these 
comrades, arguing well, showing that 
our policy is not passive. We do not sit 
down to await the atomic war, but we 
do not expect anything from the policy 
of the Soviets, which tries to divide 
capitalism in such a way, \as to make it 
impotent, weakening it so that it cannot 
make the atomic war. It is necessary to 
insist: it is a handful of generals who 
direct, and determine the behaviour and 
the life of the world capitalist system. 
a handful of generals who lead. If the 
opinion of these generals was “we are 
losing the war, Iet us get out”, they 
would be killed, pulled out, and others 
would be put in. Do not doubt that this 
is the case.

political life in the TU’s and workers 
parties, for assemblies in all the places 
of work, and in the colleges, and univers- 
ities to discuss how to beat this law, 
how to defend the assets of the trade 
unions, and how to get fid of the Tory 
government, and impose a Labour gov- 
ermment that will respond to the anti- 
capitajist sentiments of the masses.

If, during their strike, the 
miners supported by the engineering 
workers, were able to prevent anyone 
going into the great coke depot at 
Saltly inspite of a large force of police, 
they will certainly be able to protect 
unions buildings. ‘Not a pencil to, be 
confiscated by the government, no union 
official to be disciplined, not a penny 
of union funds to be touched; strikes, 
demonstrations, occupations, defence 
committees for this end. 

In all the discussion in the factories 
and in the class organisations, the feeble 
response of the Labour left has to be 
discussed. The parliamentary left over 
Jreland, over the miners strike, and now 
over this N.LR.C. ruling (Callaghan has 
said it is the law of the land and must 
be obeyed), have supported the fright 
and done nothing. The parliamentary left 
of the LP is so msular, and reformist 
that they can see no alternative to cap- 
italist laws, while the masses in Britain 
and Ireland are showing that they can 
make their own rules and laws, and im- 
pose them in their own class interest. 

The struggle to defeat this law has 
to be linked with the struggle for a pro- 
gramme of demands to satisfy the needs 
of the masses. It is netessary to organise 
a genera]. strike not just against these 
laws, but for all profits of automation

We agree totally with this analysis, which 
shows with clarity and complete certainty, 
that this letter is a fake and a 
manoeuvre to try to stop the deyelop- 
ment of the ‘Guevarist tendency.

They did it 
behind the scenes, they have not hurled 
themselves to do it publicly. Does this 
show the power of Imperialism? It has 
atomic arms, money, but no social force. 
And it is by basing oneself on this latter 
fact that one must appeal to the’ masses. 


This document is not @ fighting re- 
volutionary document. It is mystical. 
Fidel Castro said a short time ago 


‘there is no class struggle in the United 
States’. Guevara and the Trotskyists say 
the opposite. We have publicly criticised 
Fide] Castro. He seeks a subterfuge with 
this document, a way of saying that the 
class struggle has begun in the United 
States. When Karl Marx died there had 
been a class struggle in the United 
States for a long time. Guevara and the 
Trotskyists speak of the class struggle 
of the North American proletariat. Fidel 


Castro has received criticisms from with- 
in and tries now to annul them dy 
making reference [to this problem. 


Guevara did not say “The class struggle 
begins to develop in the United States.” 
Hg, bases himself on it. 

All those who think that we are im- 
patient. leftist, that we are forced to 
say a living man is dead,. deceive them- 
selves. It is these who are forced to 
present a dead man 4s alive. Very 
rapidly this dead man is going to make 
it felt that it is not possible to make 
fun of him. For shortly in Cuba the 
question is going to arise “Where is 
Guevara?” 

This document is entirely directed to 
contain the pressure of the layers of the 
revolutionary currents within Cuba, who 
are Guevarist and Trotskyist; to contain 
them, to resist the pressure so as to 
prepare in a short stage the explanation 
that he has been assassinated. If he 
lived, he would in process of directing 
the revolution. When they show him in 
a photograph, why don’t they present 
him in life? Why don't they make 
a film of him? A film showing him in 
struggle, with such a programme and 
appeal? Why do they not show him cal- 
ling for a struggle showing his organis- 
ation, his political life as has been done 
in Cuba. The Cuban revolutionaries in 
Mexico did not hide what they wanted. 

Where is the organism in which 
Guevara functions? It is an infamy, a 
lie, and those who act in this way are 
ready for no matter what infamy in 
this story; whatever it might be. It is 
the perversion of the interests of the 
revolution submitted to the interests of 
centrism.

without a date, without place of origin. 
it is because it is false. full of contra- 
dictions and lies. It is a shameful 
mystifitation, completely shameful. The 
last positions of Guevara are Trotskyist. 

He attacked the Soviet bureaucracy for 
its belief in material stimulus. He 
openly called for the jiquidation of this. 
This letter is a_ sickly appeal of a 
religious person who addresses the world: 
“Look at these terrible Yankies who are 
killing, causing people to dic.’ The Im- 
perialists are the ones who are over- 
whelmed and buried by the world re- 
yolution: it is they who must withdraw 
and who have been at the meeting of 
presidents in Latin America to try to 
attract them against Cuba and Vietnam, 
and who have failed. In an indirect 
fashion, it is the presence of the force 
of the revolution. Ongania has not taken 
power in Argentina to give it to the 
CGT but to hinder it from taking power. 
and has amongst other objectives the 
objective of going to Vietnam and Cuba. 
Why doesn’t it go? 

The appeals to overthrow Capitalism 
and to combat it are abstract, idealist, 
without appeals for concrete struggles. 
Why do they not appeal for struggle in 
Columbia, in Venezuela, in Guatemala, 
in Brazil, in Bolivia, with a programme 
as was done by the Cuban revolution. 
And how are they going to develop 


the revolutions in the whole of the 
world? Their programme is concerned 
with containing, , polemicising, rejecting 


the programme of the Guevarist and 
Trotskyist tendencies, That expresses a 
very elevated process of organisation in 
‘Cuba. Otherwise they would not bring 
out such a document. té Guevara was 
really alive they would show him launch- 
ing effective appeals for the revolution. 
The person who writes a document ana- 
lysing, concerned with the world forces 
of the class struggle, has an interest in 
organising, in living an organic life in 
the organisms. Where is this organism? 
What is it? There is no reason why he 
should hide himself, Fidel Castro and 
the Cuban government do not conceal 
the, fact that they are making organisms, 
they do not hide effective action. 
Clandestinity does not mean not saying 
what one is going to do. 

The letter was produced in Cuba by 
the tendency of Fidel Castro and the 
Cuban Communist Party to try to con 
tain the development of the Guevarist 
wing. As they were not able to combat 


it in the name of Fidel Castro, they 
did it in the name of Guevara. The 
document contradicts _ itself constantly. 


At no time does it speak of parliament- 
ary methods. Its allusion to Yon Sosa 
to the guerrillas, is an appeal to the 
armed guerrilla, to the struggle for the 
taking of power, but without a programme. 
It is a contradictory document which 
reflects the present struggle in Cuba and 
the attempt of the leadership to arrive 
at a transitory agreement, very transitory.

that a farce has been acted out. 


This so-called corpse of Guevara found in Bolivia 


is a complete farce, beginning from Havana, put on by the Cuban Communist Party. 
It began when they sent Debray and the other paid guys, to set up guerrillas in 


Bolivia, so as to be able to justify the presence of Guevara afterwards. 


They made 


Debray believe that Guevara was to be found there. 


We do not know if Debray knew or not. But anyway, he cither played the game, 
or else he is innocent because he did not know Guevara. There has been a complete 


put up job to make believe that Guevara was dead by unknown means. 


For this 


reason since the beginning of the year up to the present, there has not been any 


concrete information on the death of Guevara, 


Barrientos and Yankee Imperialism 


have understood the game which Fidel Castro was playing and they have tried to 


profit from it for their own ends, 


Barrientos has, suddenly, made a ‘Guevara’ appear. 
Fidel Castro would not be able to deny it. 


He knew very well that 
He manufactured a corpse. One can 


see very well from all the photos, the signs, the contradictions of the government, 
the false information, the absolutely incredible proofs, for example: this ‘corpse’ of 


‘Guevara’ with moccasins, 


The figure and the appearance of this ‘Guevara’ have 


nothing to do with Guevara. It gives the impression, for the moment of being a wax 


dummy. 


It is because of this that Fidel Castro 
said in his speech ‘Don’t believe that 
it is a wax dummy! Who is he speaking 
to? Why does he make this mention? 
if it is a dead man, it is a dead man. 
If Castro thinks that people suspect, it 
is because there is a basis for suspicion. 
He makes references to the fact that it 
is not a wax dummy because there are 
people who suspect, who doubt. Nobody 
has seen the corpse. It was enclosed in 
a room, lit only by the television lights. 

This is what the journalist of Primera 
Plana” said, that is to say one of the 
biggest reviews of the Argentine bourgeo- 
isie which ridicules all this. The review 
ridicules completely and shows that the 
whole thing is a farce, a lie, that there 
wasn’t such a corpse. The review states 
that Barrientos wanted to give as a proof 
that this was the corpse of Guevara the 
fact that he has a wound on the forearm. 
This corpse of ‘Guevara’ was to be found 
on show in a laundry in semi-darkness. 
It was not possible to see in the light 
save when the television arrived, The 
television lights illuminated it, with a 
light which did not allow a complete 
identification, And the corpse was on 
show for scarcely a half hour on the 
TV. The journalist of ‘Primera Plana’ 
said “The T.V. showed a light scar on 
the arm’ and added, mocking, that this 
wound had been faked. 

The brother of Guevara declared that 
a whole series of protuberances which 
the corpse had on the forehead to seem 
like Guevara, could have been made 
attificially with an injection of paraffin.. 
He denied absolutely that it was his 
brother, 

Afterwards there was this parody of 
the fingerprints, then they “burnt the 
body. There have been different declar- 
ations, one completely contradictory to 
the other. If it was Guevara they had 
only to say: come and see, and they 
could show it to all the bourgeoisie, to 
the army and to the police. This could 
gain an immense authority. 

This is the way that the world work- 
ers vanguard has understood it. The im- 
portant thing is that the workers van- 
guard of Argentina, of Chile, of Uruguay, 
of Brazil, of Bolivia, of Europe and of 
the world are not guided by this false 
corpse to determine that it was not 
Guevara.

And all at once, they make him appear 
like an adventurer firing some shots, re- 
nouncing the political struggle in Cuba 
at a moment when it had attained a very 
acute point, and when, a little time 


afterwards, Fidel Castro launched the 
open struggle against the Communist 
Party. 


The world workers vanguard sees that 
it is a farce. It sees that this corpse is 
that of an adventurer, not of a revoluti- 
onary, consistent in the struggle, and 
Guevara has shown that he was con- 
sistent. The vanguard does not accept 
and does not see the justification of his 
renouncing his struggle.

The simulation 
of a corpse is not a guide for it. It sees 
it, this corpse, as the conclusion of a 
farce but it is not at this moment that 
it draws a conclusion. 

It sees that politically and historically 
it is wumacceptable that Guevara is to 
be found in Bolivia playing the advent- 
urer. It sees that he has not brought out 
a manifesto, has neither policy nor pro- 
gramme. Guevara has shown the elevat- 
ion of the understanding of the pro- 
gramme. What is the programme of the 
guerrilla? 

There isn’t any! What united him to 
the Bolivian masses? If he goes to fight 
in Bolivia he must seek contact with 
the Bolivian masses. with the historic 
objective of Bolivia, with the manifesto, 
programme and political appeal. There is 
nothing of this! Not a single political 
appeal that Guevara signed and in which 
he launches an appeal. It is the author- 
ity of the leader which influences and de- 
cides. What authority has Guevara 
shown in Bolivia? The world workers 
vanguard has sensed this and for this 
reason rejects this farce. The world re- 
volutiqnary vanguard had seen Guevara

to. Bolivia! The world workers vanguard 


has taken the disappearance of Guevara 


as a blow made against a leader who 
was raising his understanding of the 
Socialist. revolution, to become a leader 
who was necessary for the organisation 
and reanimation of the world fight for 


the Socialist revolution, the elevation of 
the morality of the Socialist revolution 
and of the programme of the Socialist 
revolution, 

The world working class, the worker, 
intellectual, peasant, student, vanguard 
has seen that there they gave a blow 
against the world rising of the political 
revolution, With its attitude of innate 
d:strust, it has rejected it before having 
seen the corpSe. 

The world working class did not wait 
for the corpse before saying it was not 
Guevara, If they had waited for this 
moment, Fidel Castro would have been 
able to make his authority influence. 
But Fidel Castro accepted the corpse 
and made a simple funeral speech with- 
out political explanation, really playing

a macabre comedy. 

The working class confirmed its judge- 
ment. Guevara has been assassinated:

It is 
this which forces him still today, to 
make speeches to justify himself; this 
judgement weighs on the whole world, 
on Cuba, and in Cuba on Fidel Castro. 
The world workers vanguard shows with 
this attitude, its revolutionary maturity 
to take power.

The 
judgement of the whole of the workers 
vanguard is identical with that of the 
IV International; it wished that Guevara 
should not be dead. But the actual facts 
confirm that he is dead.

Why the importance of Guevara on 
a world scale? He has been eliminated 
in Cuba. Why was he important if he 
did not have any weight, any particip- 
ation? Because the proletarian vanguard 
is in process of pushing forward and 
seeking a centre to climinate the bureau- 
cracy of the Workers States, the leaders 
conciliatory with Capitalism, and what 
still remains of Capitalism. World 
Capitalism has given such a great im- 
portance to the death of Guevara for 
this reason. For al] of them this “death” 
confirms their desire to liquidate and 
crush the revolutionary force. 

They must respond at the same time 
to the worry of petit bourgeoisie layers, 
to the preoccupation of the proletarian 
vanguard, to the state of public opinion 
which is inescapable. The press which 
does not speak of Guevara every day is 
not read! It loses all authority and any 
other press can overtake it, and _ this 
includes the press of the Communist 
Party, and the world press for this 
reason has to launch a response to this 
world preoccupation. 

Why such a preoccupation? Because 
the policy is necessary. The reanimation 
of the Socialist revolution, the ‘Cultural 
revolution” in China, the Socialist revo- 
luton in Syria, the triumph of the Arab 
masses over Imperialism and Israel, the 
development of the political revolution 
in Cuba are symptoms, demonstrations 
of the ascending force of the political 
revolution, of the world Socialist re- 
volution as well as at the same time, 
the lack of a centre. 

From this comes the importance of 
Guevara, for he gave a centre. He was 
eliminated when he raised himself as a 
centre based on the authority of the 
Workers State, on his authority as a 
organiser of the Cuban Workers State. 
He was a centre. From this comes his 
world historic importance. Guevara did 
not develop this function in _ history 
simply by firing rifle shots. He commenc- 
ed as a2 gunman, as a man protectionist 
and paternalist towards the masses. 
elevating himself afterwards to the level 
of an organiser of the Workers State. 
The masses have seen this advance.. And 
on the other hand they see the criminal 
complitity of Fidel Castro. They see it. 

Once Barrientos understood the game, 


when he understood that the stay of 
Debray could be used, he invented this. 
trial of Debray. He began to prepare 
the discovery of the corpse of Guevara. 
He was still not sure, because he feared 
the consequences which could come from 
a denial from Cuba. 

This is why, when he was first of all 

all asked if Guevara was in Bolivia, 
Barrientos deplied ‘Guevara has been 
dead a long time, he is already enjoying 
the just sleep of the dead.’ One month 
later, when he saw that faking the pre- 
sence of Guevara could profit him, he 
said that he was in Bolivia. He needed 
to do it because of his internal struggles, 
to support his policy of repression against 
the miners and to prevent the other 
military sectors in struggle against him, 
from overthrowing him. ; 
- He also wanted to justify the support 
of Imperialism, so that it could in its 
turn justify the ‘Inter-American Peace 
Force’. From this came the game of 
Barrientos. On the side of the Cuban 
government. and Communist Party this 
simulation was to remove from the mas- 
ses of Cuba and the world the idea 
that ‘Guevara has been assassinated in 
Cuba. For this reason they have staged 
this whole show, and in it Debray is 
a part. Innocent or interested, he is a 
part of this show. 

All the world proletarian vanguard 
must repudiate this declaration on the 
death of Guevara in Bolivia. Gueyara 
showed a sensibility to defend the re- 
volutionary masses of the world. Thus, 
faced with the repression of Barrientos 
he has not published a single document. 
Barrientos assassinated miners, workers 
and peasants with planes and tanks, and 
Guevara has not made a single declar- 
ation against this! It is a lie! Et is an 
infamy! If Guevara was there he would 
have intervened. 

It is the contrary to what they show: 
in his diary he seems to flatter the 
Bolivian army without saying a single 
word about the revolutionary struggles 
of the miner proletariaf. It is absurd. 
This is the proof for the world revolution- 
ary vanguard, the proof of this macabre 
comedy put on by Fidel Castro, and to 
which Barrientos is joined.

This 
takes from him a great part of the 
author.ty which he was in process of 
gaining by his recent revolutionary ad- 
vance in OLAS. W.th this attitude, Fidel 
Castro shows hesitation, imsecurity and 
fear to affront world public opinion, It 
is a retreat of a petit bourgeois who de- 
fends his personality, through lies. The 
masses see at the same time that Fidel 
Castro wants to advance, but that he 
is weak. They understand the contradict- 


ion between his w.ll to advance and his . 


complicity in this crime. He is not solely 
an accomplice. He went to the extent 
of authorising this crime. The working 
class has judged him, but it has not 
wanted to damage the Cuban revolution. 
It feels the necessity to impel the Cuban 
revolution and Fidel Castro included, 

This is why, while completely rejecting 
the argument of Fidel Castro it does 
not adopt an attitude of open attack, 
but solely of condemnation. Fidel Castro 
is in process of losing a great part of 
his authority and his prestige. These are 
the contradictions of the rise of the 
political revolution in Cuba. 

The murder of Guevara has an historic 
importance. They put on such a parody, 
such a macabre comedy, because the 
thought, the development of the con- 
sciousness, and the understading of the 
programmatic ability of Guevara was 
going to extend itself through all Cuba. 
In the last stages of his life, his re- 
volutionary development was evident, 
conclusive. ‘He fought for a moral 
stimulus, for the unification of all the 
Socialist forces in the world. He made 
an eulogy of the Chinese because they 
made loans without interest and without 
repayment periods. 

Fidel Castro hid this Chinese aid. 
When at the Tri-Continental, they accus- 
ed the Chinese, he did not say that they 
were the only ones to give interest free 
loans and without repayment periods. 
He only says it now. Stimulated, forced 
to advance because of the political re- 
volution in Cuba, Fdel Castro sees him- 
self obliged to seek points of support, 
and to show to the masses that he is 
in process of advancing. And the ad- 
vance of Fidel Castro is one aspect which 
shows his real desire to progress but on 
the other side he tries to hide his com- 
plicity in this crime. He has waited for 
this occasion in order to rid himself 
of the corpse of Guevara. 

Fidel Castro, like all paternalist and 
protectionist revolutionaries, who have 
not historic consciousness of the role 
and of the decisive force of the masses, 
does not believe in the historic capacity 
for creation, organisation, leadership and 
historic decision of the masses. No, he 
believes that they need a chief a figure. 
He is mistaken. 

The revolutionary Party has never act- 
ed in this way. Never have either Lenin, 
Trotsky, Marx or Engels or the Bolshevik 
Party acted in this way. Fidel Castro 
feels himself paternalist in relation to 
the masses. He believes that history is 
going to judge favourably the day when 
he will tell the truth about the murder 


of Guevara, he believes that he is going 
to pass into history. On the contrary 
history is going to condemn him, If the 
masses do not condemn him today it is 
because they consider that he wishes to 
advance and that he is not defending 
bureaucratic interests. 

The attitude of Fidel Castro is com- 
temptuous towards the masses and the 
world revolutionary vanguard. He has 
made himself a guarantor for the 
Boliyian and world bourgeoisie. The 
Soviet bureaucracy and the Communist 
Party are going to take advantage of 
this attitude in order to be demanding 
towards him, using his weakness, his 
hesitation and his uncertainty. Fidel 
Castro will receive and deserve by this 
attitude the distrust of world revolution- 
ary public opinion, for he imagines that 
the revolution is made at the top. - 

He believes that he can present him- 
self in history covering up murders and 
playing this macabre farce. It acts as a 
blow against the advance of the Socialist 
revolution. It is this which the masses 
judge. It is a blow against the advance 
of the Socialist revolution in Cuba and 
in the world, It is not simply a question 
of the disappearance of a revolutionary 
leader. The masses see, feel, judge the 
leaders by their behaviour in the re- 
volution. They have confidence and as- 
surance in themselves, 
historic class confidence. 

Their role and their function in the 
economy and in society forces them to 
be objective, this is why they realised 
the United Proletarian World Front be- 
fore any other leadership, even that of 
the Bolsheviks, Before them, it was al- 
ready in the minds of th masses. The 
United World Front already exists. 

The masses of the world have a 
capacity of persuasion, attrattion, re- 
volutionary historic stimulus. This is 
Why they can make the united front in 
the trade union field, in the factory, in 
the streets and the districts. They are 
making it constantly because they feel 
concretely and historically that there are 
not divergencies of interests among them. 
To the measure that the revolution ad- 
vances, the masses feel an elevation and 
a conscious identification. 

What they are making objectively, 
pushed by necessity by their function in 
the economy and in society by their 
own situation faced with the capitalist 
system they are afterwards doing con- 
sciously in the revolution. The Syrian 
masses unify themselves in a very few 
years and they are the ones who have 
put Imperialism to flight. The Syrian 
masses! This is why, they have an im- 
mense historic capacity and certainty of 
persuasion, they -do not fear the polemic, 
they do not fear the struggle, the politic- 
al controversy. 

They feel that they are winning, that 
they are polemicising to try to progress, 
to advance and attract. This is why pro- 
letarian democraty is the most complete 
that has ever existed in history, in the 
workers and revolutionary movement. It 
permits a discussion, full and without 
fear, without any hesitation and with- 
out any limit.

(deas, positions, in order to choose the 
best. Thus the working class secs itself 
united in the common desire to advance 
against Capitalism. Subjective paternal- 
ist, individualist and protectionist inter- 
ests do not exist. There is only the 
objective interests which the class de- 
velops starting from its function in the 
economy and society. It is the revolution- 
ary party which expresses this. The 
masses have not any hesitation to unify 
themselves to discuss whatever be the 
position. They feel sure of winning and

advancing. 

On the other hand the protectionist, 
individualist. subjectivist leader is 
frightened. Feeling himself to be a pro- 


tector of the masses, he fears discussion, 
because he lacks security, because he 
does not see the objective force and res- 
ponds more to his own subjective needs 
than to history, even if he is a revolution- 
ary like Fidel Castro. Castro, one year ago, 
said that “there is no class struggle in 
the United States’ and one year later, 
Carmichael comes to him to show that 
this strugele cxisted with the methods 
of - civil war.

change his position. He does it without 
saying anything, The world vanguard 
sees it and says “In the same Way as 
you lie over the class struggle in the 
USA, you lie over Guevara” this is the 
historic judgement which is to be found 
in the thought of the world working 
class. This is what it feels and expresses. 


The working class has no fear of dis- 
cussing and sees that Guevara has been 
pushed aside because he was expressing 
revolutionary positions which the Cuban 
leadership, the communists, and the 
Soviet bureaucracy did not accept. The 
world workers vanguard § sees _ that 
Guevara has been murdered because he 
expressed the necessity for the moral in- 
centive, the advance of the revolution, 
workers control, and that he was going 
to be gained by Trotskyism. 

He has been murdered, not because 
he was a Trotskyist, but because he ex- 
pressed still in his own manner, the 
world advance of the revolution and be- 
cause he was going along the Trotskyist 
toad. That is why they liquidated 
Guevara. The vanguard sees that it was 
Guevara who had all these positions, 
while Fidel Castro was against them. 
Now it is Fidel Castro who is advancing. 
The world workers vanguard sees in him 
this contradictory role of being a 
guarantor of crimes and this macabre 
comedy.

As with Stalin, the masses will take 
vengeance. As revolutionaries of their 
epoch, the Bolsheviks took vengeance on 
all traitors, all accomplices, all betray- 
ers, by taking power. This is the historic 
vengeance of the masses of the world. 
Personal vengeance does not exist. The 
historic vengeance of the class is against 
the class enemy. This is the way of 
demanding the necessity of the advance 
of the revolution and eliminating the 
weak and the hesitating ones. 

The historic assurance of the working 
class pushes it so as not to fear discus- 
sions, because it does not defend sub- 
jective interests, nor intellectual or 
material interests. It does not have these. 
It is not only material interests which 
determine bureaucratic functioning but 
also intellectual interests, a paternalist 
protectionist idealist view of history. 

Guevara reflected the necessary funct- 
ion of the ‘individual in history whith 
is to interpret the revolutionary will of 
the masses. Guevara passed from the 
stage in which he wanted to close Cuba 
in on itself, to a point where he under- 
took his trip round the world. It was 
not Guevara but Fidel Castro who said 
“Khrustshev is the finest revolutionary”. 
Guevara never said it. While Fidel 
Castro hesitated, Guevara advanced in 
the revolution and learnt from the world 
socialist process. Three years later, he 


went to Algeria and Tanzania, and he 
declared the necessity for the moral in- 
centive, the elimination of the material 
incentive.

To struggle for the objectives 
of triumph, — 

One cannot fight as in the guerrillas 
in Bolivia: isolated, alone, wishing to 
impose on the population a_ struggle 
which they do not see, do not feel, which 
they don’t accompany, and in which 
they do not participate. And in this 
country, the miners in their trade unions, 
the peasants im their organisations, and 
militias, the factory workers in their 
organisms are the determining factors in 
the social struggles! The appearance of 
guerrillas in Bolivia is absurd. In every 
revolution guerrillas appeared. And they 
still will, because of the subjective and 
objective conditions, because of the ex- 
istence of a great peasant weight, But 
an historic experience already exists in 
Bolivia in which the weight of the organ- 
ised trade union movement, the worker, 
peasant, factory, miner moyement demon- 
strated its determinant weight. It is the 
worst region to choose the guerrilla. The 
worst place, the worst region. The guer- 
rilla must go to where there is an histor- 
ic tradition, The Caban revolution 
triumphed under the leadership of Fidel 
Castro and of Guevara, not because of 
the guerrillas, but because of the 
tradition of revolutionary struggle in 
Cuba. 

In reading “Granma’ (The paper of 
the Cuban CP) we see how in 1933 
forms of soviets already existed in 
Cuba! In these struggles the peasants 
organised militias.

from the miners certainly, but they were 
nationalised in a Capitalist fashion and 


for the overall interest of Capitalism. 
Thus the former owners were paid 
generous compensation (they shouldn't 


haye received anything) for which the 
industry has been paying eyer since, and 
also Capital’st industry was provided 
with a necessary abundant energy supply 
for which it paid below the cost of pro- 
duction. Now with the growth of other 
cheaper energy supplies—particularly oil 
produced by Imper-alist exploitation of 
the colonial masses—the Capitalists pro- 
pose to close the mines. They know there 
is no alternative employment but they 
are not concerned wth human suffering, 
and they do this even though they know 
it is socially explosive. 


The announcement of these closures 
has already caused a crisis in the Labour 
Party, among the miners MP’s and 
among the NUM bureaucrats. The NUM 
leadership of Paynter of the Communist 
Party has for years done nothing to fight 
for the demands of the miners, and has 
been one of the principal props of the 
Labour Party, and as a result the day 
wage men—both underground and _ surf- 
acc—are among the worst paid sectors 
in the country. Now the pressure from 
the miners is such that the bureaucrats 
are having to propose some action to 
keep control of the situation, and hence 
we see an NUM official demanding a 
new workers party to be based on the 
trade unions, calls for the ending of the 
payment of the political levy, and also 
from South Wales there has been the 
demand for a national strike. These de- 
mands do not come from the bureau- 
crats themselves who have been dormant 
for years but are a reflection in these 


bureaucratic layers of the combative 
spirit of the miners, who are looking 
for politica] solutions. And it is this 


spirit which breaks through even into 
Parliament, causing the miners MP’s to 
resist, verbally at least, these measures 
and increase the crisis within the Labour 
Party, 

But although these statements and this 


activity by the bureaucrats are signific- 
ant in showing the feelings of the miners 
and are important in that they will en- 
courage and stimulate the miners own 
activity, no real defence against ration- 
al'sation will come from this direction. 
Even if the officials are forced to call 
a national] strike—which is unlikeley— 
they will try to limit and sabotage it. 
Only the most aggressive class methods 
of action will stop the bourgeoisie in 
its plans of rationalisat‘on, and these 
methods cannot and will not be organ- 
ised by the bureaucrats. Unofficial min- 
ers committees are necessary to organ- 
ise the struggle, to plan and carry out 
strike action and occupations of the 
pits as the miners have done in Europe. 


In France and Belgium the mimers have ° 


occupied pits to prevent their closure 
while in Germany, in the Ruhr, there 
have been enormous demonstrations of 
miners carrying red flags and singing the 
‘Internationale’, This is the response of 
the miner proletariat of Europe and it 
is done despite the sabotage of their 
political and trade union leaderships. 
This is what must be done here—nothing 
will be achieved by sending delegations 
to Parliament. 


British Capitalism is sinking into a 
deeper and deeper crisis; the devaluation 
of the pound is one aspect of this, but 
the origin of the crisis is social not 
economic. It stems from the fact that 
Capitalism has lost authority over not 
only the working class but large sections 
of the petit bourgeois, the clerks, teach- 
ers, technicians etc, as well. All these 
sectors are pressing forward, taking 
strike action, and forcing Capitalism to 
to make concessions which damage its 
own functioning. The recent strike of 
bank clerks in South Wales is a prime 
example of this and shows the maturity 
of conditions for a united front between 
the miners and all other sectors of the 
exploited population. All the masses are 
threatened by the Capitalist crisis; the 
Government has just announced sweep-

of elections in the factory. This was 
against the communists, against bureau- 
cratic selection.

WE CALL UPON THE CUBAN GOVERNMENT, FIDEL CASTRO TO CORRECT 
HIMSELF IN RELATION TO THIS FARCE OF THE DEATH OF GUEVARA 
AND. TO IMPEL THE WORLD ANTI-CAPITALIST, ANTI-IMPERIALIST FRONT 


Fidel Castro has made an immense re- 
treat when he was in process of advanc- 
ing. His discourse and his positions in 
OLAS demonstrated a desire to advance 
the revolution. He believes that history 
is going to justify him because he has 
no bureaucratic interests or intentions. 
It ig true. He has no bureaucratic inter- 
ests, But he has a bureaucratic intellect- 
val interest. Hence his paternalist attitude. 
Otherwise he wold not behave in this 
way. He tries to do this, to forget what 
he has done, hoping to be able to just- 
ify himself later with the advance of 
the revolution by saying that the death 
of Guevara was a necessary evil whith 
he was not able to hinder in time and 
which it was necessary to accept. This 
is false! When Lenin in 1921 and 1922 
resolved upon the invasion of Poland, 
he did something more difficult than sup- 
porting Guevara. Russia was confronting 
world Capitalism, but he resolved to in- 
vade Poland. 

It was an invasion only in form, basic- 
ally it was the expansion of the pro- 
letarian revolution from the Soviet Union 
to Poland, This meant confronting world 
public opinion, a world force much more 
powerful than that which Cuba has to 
confront, The masses of Vietnam and 
of Syria confront the most powerful 
m'ltary apparatus in history. Yankee Im- 
perialism has the power to destroy half 
the world, but it does not have the power 
to intimidate, and terrorise the masses of 
Syria or Vietnam. 

Our Cuban section of the IV _ Inter- 
national has just published, on the 15 
August 1967, a document addressed to 
the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party and Fidel Castro calling upon 
them to correct their attacks against 
Trotskyism. This document declared that 
OLAS has adopted political positions 
which are Trotskyist, which are a part 
of the Trotskyist programme, which are 
an .advance however limited, towards re- 
volutionary positions. It calls for the 
applications of such positions and for 
the installation of soviets. It calls for 
the liberation of the Trotskyst comrades 
imprisoned in Cuba. It denounces the 
Cuban government for the ignominy of 
keeping the Trotskyists still in prison in 
Cuba after this approach to revolution- 
ary positions, after this meeting of 
OLAS. The Trotskyists are revolutionary 
prisoners. These are the comsequences of 
the time when they assassinated Guevara. 

Our Cuban section small, resolute with 


the class capacity which Cuba embodies, 
defends the truth, makes an appeal to 
the Cuban government to defend China 
unconditionally. It appeals for a United 
Front wth China, with the masses of 
the Workers States, with the. revolution- 
ary exploited masses of the world, for 
a world united front to overthrow what 
remains of Capitalism. It calls for a 
public discussion. We demand of the 
Cuban government complete freedom for 
our Cuban section to function publicly, 
to publish its press. 

We demand of the Cuban government 
that it gives complete liberty to all the 
imprisoned Trotskyist comrades and all 
the revolutionary prisoners, that it gives 
full rights to revolutionary tendencies to 
function on the sole condition of defend- 
ing unconditionally the Cuban Workers 
State, and at the same time that it al- 
lows the greatest publicity and revolution- 
ary public polemic in searching for the 
best means, the best ways to make the 
revolution advance. If proletarian demo- 
cracy existed as our Cuban section de- 
mands, and the IV International and the 
Trotskyists of the entire world demand, 
we would not be in the world situation 
as it is today. The present struggle, of 
the “Cultural Revolution” in China which 
is an indirect and limited form of the 
political revolution, seeks this way. We 
demand of the Cuban government a 
complete and free discussion of all these 


problems. 
In Cuba there exists a powerful 
Guevarist tendency which forces the 


government to change and to advance. 
Without the existence of this wing, the 
Communists would have strength in Cuba, 
they would dominate and would be al- 
ready submitted to the Yankees. They 
would already have conciliated with the 
Yankees, as did the Communist Party in 
Venezuela. The force which is opposed 
to the Communist Party is not the de- 
claration of Fidel Castro, it is the Cuban 
masses who are against the policy of 
conciliation of the Communist Party. 
Guevara has emerged from this base. It 
is absurd to think that he would have 
renounced that. He was a centre. It is 
absurd to thing that he would have said 
“J am going to liberate other nations” 
when there was such a struggle within 
Cuba. The strength of the Cuban masses 
must give the base for the leadership of 
the Communist Party and of the Cuban

to weaken but on the contrary are going 
to advance in no matter what. circum- 
stance. It must know the truth about the 
assassination of Guevara, know that 
Guevara has been assassinated for hav- 
ing defended revolutionary ideas. The 
Cuban government must have confidence 
in the masses. The masses will not weak- 
en in front of this situation. 

Here is the force on which Fidel 
Castro must base himself to be rehabilit- 
ated. He must make a public declaration, 
orgnise a public discussion in Cuba from 
now on. We call for a public discussion 
throughout Cuba on the policy of Guev- 
ara, on his last positions, declarations 
and appeals. Let this. be discussed; let 
these positions be adopted. 

What they are in process of doing in 
Cuba, is making an obituary, showing 
that Guevara rode a bicycle, that he was 
a good boy when he was small, that he 
was a good doctor, that he became a fe- 
volutionary, that he was very friendly 
with people. They do not show him as 
a revolutionary leader. 

They make a whole obituary to conceal 
the fact that he was advancing and that 
his life took on importance when he adopt- 
ed revolutionary positions. That is why they 
tried to eliminate him, to push him aside 
as an adventurer who left to create a 
disturbance. This is absurd. The declar- 
ation of Castro is an ignominy, just as 
the attack on the Trotskyists was an 
ignominy. It. is ignominious to present 
Guevara as an adventurer; a “type” who 
had no fear of death, an adventurer. 
This was -erroreous. Guevara protected 
his life. He protected his life and he 
was -Tight! ‘ 

It is: logicat and right that every re- 
volutionary should protect his life. To 
protect “his life does not mean that he 
has a fear of death or is going to hide 
himself. To protect his life means not 
to go on adventures, to act in the best 
possible way for the progressive advance 
of humanity. Revolutionary. leaders ar- 
range their life: for this reason, so as to 
be-the most useful: They do not evade 
responsibilities but they do not seek ad- 
ventures. And that is an adventure. The 
proof? A small group invaded, and was 
killed without anything remaining. There 
is not a single peasant who can say: 
there is an uprising which has called 
upon me to take power in Bolivia. Not 
a single one. There is nothing to’ com- 
pare with what the Syrian masses are 
doing, with what the masses of Vietnam 
are doing, with what the Cuban masses 
are doing in Cuba now. What the masses 
are doing now in Bolivia has nothing 
to do with the so called Guevara. This 
goes against all logic, all previous tradit- 
ion. We calf upon the Cuban govern- 
ment to have a public discussion on 
Guevara. 

We repeat that this body is not that 
of Guevara. It is necessary to analyse 
politically. Guevara could not have been 
in Bolivia nor acted in the way that he 
was supposed to be acting in Bolivia. 
It was not Guevara who acted in this 
way, Whoever else it was. We repeat 
that there are no guerrillas in Bolivia. 
They do not exist because there has been 
no evidence of their réle. No action nor 
political life. There have only been the 
communiques of Barrientos of an as- 
sassin with whom Fidel Castro and world 
Capitalism allicg to present Guevara in 
Bolivia. 

Both have different interests, Fidel 
Castro has the intention of freeing himseif 
from Guevara and trying to separate 
him from the masses: “Guevara has 
been assassinated, do not hope for any 
more from him.” “I have nothing to do 
with that, I did not kill him”, this is 
the object of Castro’s game. Otherwise 
why such a parody? If he did not feel 
guilty for having been the accomplice 
in. this assassination, why make such 
declarations? He could have said simply: 
“Guevara has been killed”, and make a 
political history of Guevara and show 
that he was in Bolivia. 

But then he would have showed it 





before in a programme, a revolutionary — 
struggle. If Guevara had been living, in 
process of leading this struggle which 
Fidel Castro claims, he would have. re- 
mained in Cuba. Because it was in Cuba 
that be was able to defend what he 
was defending. The proof of this is that 
it is in Cuba that a’ furious struggle is 
being conducted against the communist 
parties. 

In the meeting of OLAS, there was @ 
struggle against the communist parties, 
against the bureaucracy of the Workers 
States. It is there that Guevara needs 
to be. He was a centre from which basis 
it was possible to influence the rest of 
the world. The centralisation of life 
shows that it is the central organisms 
which influence. From the depths of 
Bolivia in a pass, in a cavern or in a 
precipice, it is not possible to influence 
the world revolution except in a _ very 
small way without importance. But in 
Cuba, it is possible. 


OLAS is the proof of this. Why was 
Guevara not there? When they show 
that Guevara was outside this centre 
which was able to influence the entire 
world by the taking of certain positions, 
it is because they have liquidated him; 
otherwise he would have been there. 
This is the ignominious comedy which 
Fidel Castro is playing against the world 
revolution. It is an ignominious comedy 
which Fidel Castro is playing against the 
world revolution. It is an ignominious 
comedy and we invite him to correct it. 
The world working class is going to de- 
mand that he renders account. 

We have entered into the final settle- 
ment of accounts. In this final encounter, 
the. masses are going to demand account 
in liquidating Capitalism. There is only 
a short time before this takes place. 
Here is the struggle which they are going 
to conduct to vindicate Guevara. There 
is great need in Cuba to discuss publ- 
icly and openly. The Soviet bureaucracy 
in every way is the one that has gained 
for’ the moment. That is why in the 
Soviet Union they have hardly mention- 
en Guevara, There is no text in the 
Soviet Union, in Czechoslovakia, in 
Poland, an the other Workers States or 
in China. They barely say “Guevara is 
dead”. They are his enemies. 

One can see at. the same time the stup-- 
idity of what the Chinese leadership 
is doing; not a word on Guevara, Why 
do they not intervene? They must inter- 
vene in this problem. That is part. of the 
world revolution, of the permanent world 
process of the world revolution, of | its 
world centralisation. The Chinese do not 
intervene because they have no program- 
me, no policy, no objectives, mo assurt- 
ance for tomorrow. Otherwise they 
would intervene to condemn this comedy. 

The Chinese are aware that Guevara 
has been assassinated. Their silence 
shows this. If they were sure that he 
had not been assassinated, they would 
make declarations as they do when an 
Albanian dies; an obituary. If they have 
not done this, it is because they do not 
wish to involve themselves in these 
manoeuvres, in these macabre comedies. 
But at the same time, they show that 
they lack security because otherwise they 
would make a condemnation. If they 
felt themselves to be sure, they would 
condemn and appeal in consequence to 


support the programme of Guevara. 
To condemn the assassination of 
Guevara is to support the ideas of 


Guevara. That is why they made him die 
in an adventure, to hide the depth of his 
ideas, to show that Guevara was a man 
deceived and to consequently weaken 
his position and the policy which he 
defended until the moment when he was 
assassinated, to weaken the forte, the 
influence, the capacity which he had ac- 
quired in this process. And he acquired 
this influence and this capacity by adopt- 
ing Trotskyist positions. His positions 
were neither Castroite nor communist. 
The positions which exist at present 
in history are: Trotskyist, Chinese, Gue- 
varist, Fidelist and those of the Soviet 
bureaucracy. There are no other positions.

It 
is necessary for the Latin American 
worker, peasant, student, intellectual, 
soldier alliance to expropriate Capital- 
ism. The communist parties are each time 
more involved in the policy of conciliation 
with Capitalism.. It is not these parties, 
nor the bureaucracy of Workers States 
who are going to defend the existence 
of Cuba. They are going to conciliate, 
to try to abondon Cuba, as was Stalin's 
practice. They allow Imperialism to 
bombard constantly and to enfeeble 
Vietnam and they are going to do the 
same thing for Cuba. 

If at a certain moment they have to 


decide, and there is no possibility of 
containing the process, they would betray 
Cuba also. If they have not done so 
unti] now, it ig because the Soviet mas- 
ses are in process of advancing and are 
opposed to this and because the relation 
of world forces and the Workers States 
itself does not allow it. The - Workers 
State is not the bureaucracy. The Work- 
ers State is the interest which the masses, 
the trade unions, the workers and the 
army represents, all of which oppose the 


bureaucracy abandoning Cuba and 
Vietnam. 
But this situation cannot last for a: 


long time. It is necessary to form sovicts 
in Cuba. It is necessary to form soviets 
of which they themselves speak and say 
existed in Maban in 1933: the soviets 
with which the Soviet Workers State 
was constructed. They are the force 
which has allowed it to sustain seven 
years of the siege of world Capitalism 
and 20 years of historic isolation. It was 
able to support them thanks to the 
soviets. It was seven years of soviet life 
which allowed the Workers State to 
gather its historic force which have 
shown its capacity in the eyes of the 
world and led the world vanguard to 
resist, reject and combat every attack 
on thc Sovict Union. 

We call upon the Cuban government 
to render this discussion public, to ap- 
peal for the world united front to over- 
throw what remains of Capitalism, to 


appeal for the constitution of workers 
militias, for communes throughout Latin 
America, to appeal to the peasants to 


take the land, to give it to them, to 
appeal for the worker and peasant al- 
liance, to appeal for the struggle for the 


worker and peasant government, for the 
Soviet Socialist Federation of Latin 
America. This Guevara defends. That 


was the logical conclusion. 

We call for discussion in Cuba. We 
call for the construction of the re- 
volutionary marxist party in Cuba, not 
only based on the trade unions, but a 
marxist revolutionary party in Cuba, the 
organic form of structure in Cuba. We 
call for the giving of a structured form 
to the Workers State, that is to say to 
construct sovicts. 

Cuba is a country whose 
structure is Socialist ‘but the laws are 
bourgeois, it has a juridical bourgeois 
structure. It is necessary to construct 
soviets.

We appeal for the 
unconditional defence of Cuba, Vietnam, 
China, beginning with the essential base 
of this defence: the struggle in each 
country against the Capitalist system, the 
struggle for the worker, peasant alliance.

of all the working class, for the plans of 
Capitalism will not be checked by sporadic 
mobilisations or partial strikes no matter 
how militant these might be. Now more 
than ever, concrete organisms in which 
the working class can freely discuss, make 
resolutions, and go forward to act on those 
resolutions, are meecssary. The absence of 
an organising centre can be compensated 
for by making each strike the centre of 
struggle for the region, and the struggle in 
the region the centre for a national mobil- 
isation, as in part Roberts Arundel was 
beginning to be. In this period the factory 
committees must concern themselves not 
only with the factory struggle, but with 
all the problems confronting the exploited 
masses in this stage of the final decom- 
position of Capitalism. The committees 
must intervene, over rents organising rent 
strikes in alliance with the tenants commit- 
tees, in struggles against price and fare 
increases etc. putting solutions to all these 
problems so that the exploited masses see 
them taking a lead im all the problems to 
which Capitalism has no answer, and in 
this way the masses will gain confidence in 
the committees and be attracted to them. 
The committees must have a regular demo- 
cratic life and must formulate an anti- 
Capitailst programme of demands which 
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will both defend the standard of living of 
the masses here and now, and at the same 
time win important positions along the 
road to the seizure of power. The demand 
must be made that all factories closed 
down or about to be closed down be 
nationalised without compensation and 
workers committees must occupy and run 
these factories selling the products where 
possible to the population, and at the same 
demanding interest free credits from the 
state to develop and modernise these fact- 
ories. It is necessary to demand an im- 
mediate 10% increase of wages to com- 
pensate for the jump in the cost of living 
in addition to the general demand for an 
ali round 30% increase, all wages to rise 
with the cost of living, 35 hour week paid 
as 40 hours, work sharing without loss of 
pay, nationalisation of the retail trade, 
large farms etc. without compensation and 
under workers control, to keep prices 
down. These are measures demanded by 
the present stage of the crisis of Capital- 
ism ang the winning of these positions 
will not only safeguard the standard of life 
of the masses but will win important 
positions from Capitalism, tilting the

The nationalist movements of Asia, Africa, Latin 
America have shown that they receive, that they 
welcome the influence of the world revolution. They 
express it when they adopt immediately economic 


and social positions which correspond to the Work- 


ers State, not to the Capitalist state. And _ these 
tendencies show immediately the influence of the 
world revolution. And these tendencies who welcome 
the revolutionary measures of the Workers States 
which correspond to Socialism and not to Capitalism 
show that they are disposed to advance and consoi- 
idate themselves. Why? Because it is no longer a 
question of political measures, but programme, theo- 
retical comprehension, political objectives. It is this 
whith expresses the force of the revolution: It has 
no orientation or example. The U.S.S.R., China, Cuba, 


-and the Communist Parties do not act as a guide 


to orientate, to develop and to continue such posit- 
ions. On the contrary the U.S.S.R., Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, launch themselves against these movements 
to smash them, so that they do not advance towards 
contitution of the Workers States. The only way to 
advance towards Workers States is by the Socialist 
Revolution. The. bureaucracy would support expro- 
priations, nationalisations, if it was possible to ad- 
vance without consequences, without opposition from 
Capitalism, without a _ revolutionary struggle. But 
experience, objective and daily facts, shows that 
if it is possible to expropriate, to advance within 
certain limits in various ways, the Socialist Re- 
volution remains necessary to advance towards the 
Workers State. And the bureaucracy is against this, 
it fights and represses in two ways: directly, in sup- 
porting, in stimulating counter revolutionary tend- 
encies, and on a world scale, in discouraging the 
development of the revolution as the policy of the 
Communist Parties in France and in Italy has done. 
These are the forces which oppress and repress the 
forces of the world revolution. China, with the de- 
velopment of the revolution tends to liberate these 
forces. It shows that one can combat, reject, the 
forces which the Soviet bureaucracy directs, the 
Workers States and the Communist Parties. This is 
the immense role of China, as the force which 
liberates the oppressed and repressed forces of the 
world revolution and which tends to unify them. 
The movement in China is limited because they 
have no programme, they are empirical, completely 
empirical! They do not guide, they do not base 
themselves on, they have not ag their objectives, 
a previous programme, a Marxist programme. They 
do not possess it; they are impelled by revolutionary 
aspirations and objectives, but they do not base 
themselves on the programme. This is the empirical 
action of the revolution. It is the immense force 
of the Workers State, the immense pressure of the 
700 million revolutionary Chinese who have made 
their voice heard in history, without an instrument,

because there is no party. It is a force which is 
more powerful than all the nuclear arms of 
Imperialism. 


But there is no leadership, and there is no long ~ 
historic waiting period for the emergence of a world 
leadership. It is the most urgent task of history. 
There is no historic waiting period for the organ- 
isation of the leadership, that is to say there cannot 
be as in the past a process of years of discussions, 
of congresses, of changes of position. Neither Capit- 
alism or the Soviet bureaucracy has the time to 
sustain such perspectives; they have not the time 
nor the social or economic possibilities. The Capitalist 
system remains standing for two fundamental reasons— 
all the others are auxiliary. First its economy is a 
permanent war economy. Its language, its relations, 
its thought are the language relations and thought 
of war. Everything is destined for war, war, war. 
Everything which Capitalism stands for is determined 
by the objective of the war; not the war against 
another Capitalist country, but the final settlement 
of accounts, to defend itself from the final assault 
of the revolution. Such is the Capitalist economy. 
Socially it has no strength because constantly the 
revolution stimulates, extends the circle, including 
sectors, social layers, each time more numerous of 
the population, which escape the Capitalist system, 
Oppose it and fight it. The United States is the 
determining example. It is not the economic factors 
which decide this stage of history, no. It is not. the 
economic factor nor military force. It is the human 
aspiration to free itself from every oppression. The 
stage which Marx prophesied in 1848 has already

The fundamental aspect about the British elections is that it is a crisis of the 
capitalist system, not of the Labour Party. The Labour Party lost 200,000 


votes compared with the previous election, but in the proportion of voters, 


in which the state of the country is shown, it has increased decisively, whereas ~ 


the losses for the Conservatives are quite considerable. 

The right has left the Labour Party, although not all, because Jenkins 
remains. A fundamental part of the right is gone. It sabotaged the Party 
and made a whole propaganda against the Party immediately before the 
elections. It was orchestrated and prepared a few days before the elections, 
to have an electoral effect. The bourgeoisie sought to organise electoral 


blows as it seeks fascist ambushes and actions of civil war. A very marked — 


sabotage was carried out by the Labour right. Nevertheless, the Labour 
Party lost only 200,000 votes. But in relation to the total reduction in, the 
number of voters, it increased by a very considerable proportion. It is 
evident that the abstention did not mean any support for the Conservatives, 


it was against them. The Labour Party lost votes through the people who © 


went. But on the other hand, the active trade unionised petit bourgeoisie, 
was won by the Labour Party. The Labour Party lost in quantity of votes 


but its electoral quality increased. This is going to be shown in the next ~ 


events. It is a concentration of votes around the Labour Party which is 
going to have very great consequences immediately, not electorally, but 
socially. And it is going to have a very great effect on Germany, France, 
and Italy. 

The loss of votes for the Labour 
Party is small but they have gained 
enormously in quality. It is the same 
process which happened in Germany. 


The Social Democratic Party although 
winning the elections, lost votes. 
We said that this was due to the 
loss of the right, which before made 
‘an activity against it, and attracted 
no-one. This shows the solidity, the 
the solid structure of the votes of 
the working class, which attracted the 
rest of the population, attracts it, 
- and makes it feel secure. This vote 
for the working class shows its at- 
tractive force for the rest of the 
population. It has a confidence in the 
working class to exert a pressure 
on the Socialist, and Communist

teams of British Imperialism. As we pointed out in relation to the 
Guildford’ bombings, British capitalism has the objective of trying to 
associate these provocations with Marxists in order to frighten sectors 
of the petit bourgeoisie and sectors of the Labour Party advancing towards 
Marxism. In the latest episode they invented “Red Flag 74” which they 
claimed was linked with an “international” organisation. This is a clear 
attempt to create confusion with the newspaper of the IV International 
(Posadist), “Red Flag’ In the same way but on a far larger scale the 
assassins of the CIA launched a campaign centred in Argentina against 
Posadas saying that the International was responsible for bombings 
and assassinations. The campaign on ‘Red Flag 74” was quickly abated 
by other bourgeois sectors because it could lead to many embarras- 
ments particularly if the bourgeois security services tried to intervene 
against the party. It was a campaign without a perspective, launched in 
part because the party has denounced the imperialist instigators of the 
Guildford bombings, in factories, Labour Parties and universities. The 
fact remains that capitalism is going to continue to launch provocations 
against the class and against Marxists, using these as pretexts for raids 
and harassment, to try to prevent the development of Marxism in the Labour 
Party. turn to page 4

This type of activity will continue because capitalism is decomposing 
rapidly in Britain as elsewhere. The victory of the Labour Party has 
made the apparatuses of capitalism even more desperate. Capitalism has 
nothing with which to confront its crisis save war, assassination and 
bombings. It cannot resurrect fascism, it has tried and failed. Its only 
| perspective is to try to stimulate repression. It is responsible for the 
| successions of murders in Northern Ireland in an effort to intimidate 
and to claim that the Irish struggle is about sectarianism. 

We appeal again to the Labour movement to take a firm position on 
the bombings. It is necessary to see the objectives of this activity, how it 
has extended itself into attacks on Marxist groupings. Italy anticipated 
this process by several years, ending up with the fascist massacre in Brescia 
where the working class turned out and prevented the launching of a coup. 

These provocations which may involve the penetration or utilisation 
on occasion of sectors close to the IRA stem from the state apparatus— 
special sectors of the army and the police. The Labour movement has to 
take a position on all this, because the struggle to overthrow capitalism 
is inevitably going to involve confrontation with the apparatus. But it is also 
an apparatus in decay. One resolution of the police federation conference, 


‘demanded strike action. The army is going to be affected by the Labour 


victory and the process of change in the Portuguese army—hence the Labour 
Party and ‘the trade unions must press forward to explain the programme 
of Socialism to these sectors and demand full trade union rights for 
army and police. | 

We repeat that the left in the Labour Party and the unions must 
denounce the sinister forces that launch these provocations. It is naive

without fascism what have they got? It is not surprising that the latest

permanent mass committees in the factories and workers’ districts, thus 
furthering the fight to finish with the whole decrepit system of capitalism 
and construct Communism.

When this happens, it is because 
in Britain very important mobili- 
sations are near. The British prole- 
tariat has broken the isolation from 
the world to which the trade union 
leaderships had submitted it. It is 
necessary to find the organs which 
correspond to the breaking of this 
isolation. The fundamental progress 
in the Labour Party is its constant 
inclination towards programmatic str- 
uggles. They are not electoral strug- 
gles, but struggles of programme. 
And a leadership must be organised 
for this conclusion. 


The trade unions must propose 
plans of nationalisations, of inter- 
ventions in the government with a 
plan for socialist measures, of nat- 
ionalisations with workers’ control, 
and appeal for a united front with 
this objective. It is necessary to 
make an appeal to the European 
workers’ movement, to the world 
workers’ movement, to the Socialists, 
Communists, for a united front with 
a programme of “Out with imperial- 
ism! Out with capitalism!” 


The Labour victory is an electoral 
victory which affirms the proletariat 
in its strikes, its stoppages, in its 
defeat of the Conservatives.

Fidel Castro praised Turcios — the Guatemalan — as they would do it in the 
circus or the theatre, or as they would present him on television.

A person who is unknown 
to the whole world, without an idea im his head, who never gave a political opin- 
ion; he presents him “here is the great hero of Guatemala”, This is what they do 
in circuses, In the Revolutionary struggle there is nothing like this, it is mot decent, 
nor honourable, nor necessary, but Castro presents him as “the hero of Guatemala”. 


He was no hero; the only idea of this guy 
internal struggle and the resistance to the 
and the Trotskyists; but Yon Sosa remains 
Revolution.

They believed that 
it was enough to liquidate the trotskyists, 
to expel the trotskyists, in order to corn- 
er Yon Sosa. Turcios and Fidel Castro 
hoped that it would be enough to make 
Yor Sosa submit himself to Fidel Castro 
istaen Turcios. Yon Sosa did not sub- 
mit. It was Turcios. who looked for a 
contact with the MR 13th and declared 
that he was disposed even to fight for 
the workers and peasants programme for 
the workers and peasants government, 
that he was disposed to fight and unite 
with the MR13 on this programme. 
While at the same time the Communist 
Party had declared and worked openly in 
alliance with Montenegro, the president of 
Guatemala. And the appeal of Monte- 
negro that they abandon the revolution, 
the guerrilla, was directed at the Com- 
munist party to give a hand to the Com- 
munist Party so that it could influence 
Turcios, so that they would abandon the 
auerriila struggle ,and moreover, to bring 
about the dissolution of the MR 13th. 
The MR 13th went forward, and Turcios 
did not accept-either because Turcios re- 
flected the position of Fidel Castro, a 
centrist position and not that af the Com- 
munist Party. He was an obstacle to the 
Communist Party. This is the accident 
of Turcios. They have liquidated him, 
they have killed Turcios, The Commun- 
ist Party killed Turcios! as they are going 
to kill all they can who are an obstacle 
to their policy. 

They have not only killed Guevara in 
Cuba, they have killed Turcios in Guate- 
mala. They have not ¢illed us because 
they have not been able to. They are 
going to kill whatever obstacle is put in 
their way. This is the assassination of 
the Communist Party. Because of this 
Fidel Castro who presented Turcios as 
at a theatre or circus, has not said a 
word about Turcios whereas if he had 
really been in an accident, he would have 
said something. He said nothing. It is 
a government in which there is a concil- 
jation of tendencies. But Fidel Castro 
did not say a word about Turcios. It is 
absurd to ignore that it was not an ac- 
cident. The car crashed says the reports. 
Good, we know something of these things. 
This person does not travel in any old 


was conciliation with capitalism or the 
13th of November, the IV International 
with 


the programme of the Socialist 
car. He goes in a car which can move 
fast. They are the cars which they use 


in actions, and when he goes in a car 
which crashes, it is because it was pre- 
pared in a way so that he was not able 
to control the car. And anyway, who 
said that the car crashed ? Who Said it ? 
They riddled it with bullets, with bombs, 
liquidated him and presented it as an ac- 
cident. 

The proof that it was an assassination 
of the Communist Party to show to the 
government of Montenegro that they are 
against the guerrillas and that this is a 
basis of conciliation with Mendez Monte- 
negro, is the officia} burial which they 
made. Turcios was the enemy number 
one, among others, of Mendez Monte- 
negro; an enemy they were looking for, 
that they were giving millions of dollars 
for his head. Then the government ac- 
cepts to give a public funeral for him 
as a hero of the country and moreover, 
he was given a police escort. He was 
given an escort. Even though it was only 
a single policeman, it was on official es- 
cort. The police were not there to look 
for Turcios and his people but to be an 
escort. This is the conciliation with the 
Communist Party. Filthy and miserable. 

Fidel Castro must condemn this. This 
must be condemned. He must correct 
his declaration when he said that the IV 
International was “‘pestilential’”. This 
assassination is pestilential. And to cor- 
rect his errors Fidel Castro must begin 
by correcting this. He must condemn the 
Communist Party and declare that this 
was an assassination. Fidel Castro doesn’t 
say it because he is frightened the Com- 
munists will say “If you speak of 
Turcious we will speak about Guevara”. 
It is a game between conciliators. It is 
an assassination which is going to have 
consequences and of that there isn’t any 
doubt. And it is a retreat of the whole 
world-wide intention of that rabble who 
had wanted to use the political fight 
within the MR 13 November to single out, 
to denigrate the IV International the 


leadership of the IV Internationa] and 
Posadas in particular. 
All these imbeciles, idiots who have 


written ‘the maniac Posadas’ and all those 
things which they have written about 
Guatemala; there, one has the conse- 
quences. There one has the result. We 
expect nothing from these people, who 
learn nothing because they are imbeciles 
and moreover because they don't have any 
revolutionary intentions. But it is going 
to show how history is not held up by 
the preoccupation of the imbeciles who 
dedicate themselves to political activity. 

It is necessary to demand of Fidel 
Castro that he draws up a_ declaration 
condemning the assassination of Turcious. 
It is the same betrayal, and the same as- 
sassination as the communists have done 
in Venezuela betraying a whole leader- 
ship and before that Ojeda and all the 
leadership of the Communist Party who 
were against that half the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist Party who op- 
posed the guerrillas. They betrayed ail 


of them. Ang the last declaration of the 


Venezuelan government says: ‘this is a 
report which came from the Communist 
Party. The Venezuelan government 





knows well that it puts its ally in danger 
but at the same time as it compromises 
it; its ally which it allows to come and 
go out of the country, they have to de- 
nounce it. 


In all the world the communist leader- 
ship is going to act like this; the com- 
munist leadership not the communist base. 
The Communist leadership is going to try 
to follow this road. 

It is absurd to admit that the govern- 
ment of Guatemala allows homage to be 
rendered in a public funeral accompanied 
by a police escort, to a man who was ap- 
parently enemy number one,—according 
to them. This is totally absurd. It only 
happens in films and the communists be- 
lieve that they can act as in a film. 


The claims which they make over 
Turcios are made for the simple minded. 
Who knew about Turcios? What articles 
exist by Turcios ? What political orient- 
ation.did he give ? What did he achieve? 
He was a good shot. We respect this; 
we respect all revolutionairies whatever 
their tendency who struggle to overthrow 
capitalism. But to respect does not mean 
to regard them as a leadership, as politic- 
al leaders. Turcios was not a political 
leader. Turcios was simply a guerrilla 
who knew how to kill and who did not 
fear death. That is all. He was politic- 
ally incapable. Is there any evidence of 
a single idea from Turcios? The only 
idea which has been attributed to him is 
a repetition of the line of the 13th 
November movement. But when he spoke 
on his own account he spoke imprecisely 
because he spoke of a government in 
which the whole people is involved and 
also peasants and workers. What is this? 
The worker and peasant government is 
not a government of all the people, It 
is a worker and peasant government. All 
the people is a bourgeois, petit bourgeois 
conception. Turcios was not a man of 
ideas; he was not a leader, a political 
organiser. When the Communists pay 
him so much homage, it is not because 
of any work or capacity or political 
organisation of Turcios. They say he is 
a great man, a great fighter for his 
people, a great hero who did not fear 
death. Very well there are a million like 
this, in Vietnam, but there are few who 
are capable of making a programme and 
a policy and also have the capacity to 
organise the masses which is what counts. 


We render homage to all revolutionaries 
who die in the revolution, to all without 
distinction of tendency, but this does not 
mean crediting Turcios as a leader with 
a political capacity which he did not have. 
To do so is a concession to empiricism. 
And in glorifying Turcios they are glori- 
fying empiricism. No the revolution is not 
won by simply shooting. If the shooting 
is not the extension of the political line 
and of the objective to overthrow capital- 
ism, the shooting is valueless, On the other 
hand it reflects amd gives satisfaction to 
bourgeois desperation, the petit bourgeois 
who feel themselves to be suffocated by 
the crisis of capitalism but nothing more. 


It is the political organisatsion of the 
party which answers the problem and in 
which the guerrilla struggle can form one 
of its aspects. It is the programme and 
objective to overthrow capitalism, the 
political organisation and the political 
struggle of the masses which gives the 
guerrilla activity an objective progressive 
path. 

At the same time this acclamation of 
Turcios shows up the groundless charges, 
the lying, the denigrations which they have 
wished to make with respect to the expuls- 
ion of the Trotskyists from the 13 No- 
vember movement.But what is important

is that: the Nov. 13 moverhent continues. —

The maintaining of the FAR will be in 
form only, putting a bomb somewhere and 
firing a shot in the air as justification, But’ 
it is already liquidated. They did not liqui- 
date Turcios in order to put another in his — 
place; they liquidated him in order to liqui- 
date the guerrillas. And now they are 
going to use all their forces with the in- 
tention of eliminating the guerrillas, of 
Yon Sosa and the November 13 movement. 
They are going to act as agents, infor- 
mers and guides to the army to try. to 
eliminate Yon Sosa and the guerrillas be- 
cause this is the programme of the Commu-_ 
nist Party. The programme of the Commu- 
nist party is peaceful co existence , it is 
against the revolution and the actions of 
Turcios did not favour this. It is sufficient 
to conclude that such an accident was an 
assassination. The proof lies in the public 
homage which they have given to him. 
The public homage is directed to exert an 
influence on the petit bourgeoisie to try 
to show that the communist party grieves 
at the death of this guerrilla and it cannot 
help but see this, But at the same time this 
official burial is directed to show that the 
government has changed and has an atti- 
tude of solidarity with or of understanding 
and of democratic respect for the ex 
guerrillas. It is an appeal for the decom- 
position of the guerria base of Turcios.- 
This is the reason for the official burial 
of Turcios, ‘ 


All those who have eulogised Turcios 
among them the Cuban government will 
have to correct themselves shortly. All 
this intrigue is the basis for the united front 
and the conciliation with the government 
of Montenegro. 


We affirm and denounce, at the same 
time, the fact that they are going to con- 
centrate all their strength to try to liqui- 
date the November 13 movement of Yon 
Sosa. 

And we appeal! at the same time to Yon 
Sosa and to the November 13 movement ° 
to reestablish their organic links with the 
IV International. In effect they have never 
been broken but it is necessary to reestabl- 
ish their organic links with the IV Inter- 
national, and to maintain the same revo- 
lutionary activity which has shown itself 
to be the most honourable, and of the grea- 
test potential, the greatest benefit for the 
development of the revolution in Guate- 
mala. 


The money is for the use of the revo- 
lution and the revolution has a world 
scale.

And what determines the most yalu- 
able use is the conscious Icadership of the 
revolution. And the Trotskyists will only 
intervene in this way to obtain money. 
They do not act individually; they gain 
no personal benefit. 


There has never been a political dis- 
cussion in history around this type of use. 
What has to be discussed is for what purpose 
this money was being used. When the 
Chinese or the bolsheviks or the Cubans 
took money and gave it to the revolution . 
in another country what were they doing? 
They used the money of one country to

Fidel Castro has made an immense re- 
treat when he was in process of advanc- 
ing. His discourse and his positions in 
OLAS demonstrated a desire to advance 
the revolution. He believes that history 
is going to justify him because he has 
no bureaucratic interests or intentions. 
It ig true. He has no bureaucratic inter- 
ests. But he has a bureaucratic intellect- 
ual interest. Hence his paternalist. attitude. 
Otherwise he wold not behave in this 
way. He tries to do this, to fonget what 
he has done, hoping to be able to just- 
ify himself later with the advance of 
the revolution by saying that the death 
of Guevara was a necessary evil whith 
he was not able to hinder in time and 
which it was necessary to accept. This 
is false! When Lenin in 1921 and 1922 
resolved upon the invasion of Poland, 
he did something more difficult than sup- 
porting Guevara. Russia was confronting 
world Capitalism, but he resolved to in- 
vade Poland. 

It was an invasion only in form, basic- 
ally it was the expansion of the pro- 
letarian revolution from the Soviet Union 
to Poland, This meant confronting world 
public opinion, a world force much more 
powerful than that which Cuba has to 
confront. The masses of Vietnam and 
of Syria confront the most powerful 
m'{tary apparatus in history. Yankee Im- 
perialism has the power to destroy half 
the world, but it does not have the power 
to intimidate, and terrorise the masses of 
Syria or Vietnam. 

Our Cuban section of the IV _ Inter- 
national has just. published, on the 15 
August 1967, a document addressed to 
the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party | and Fidel Castro calling upon 
them to correct their attacks against 
Trotskyism. This document declared that 
OLAS has adopted political positions 
which are Trotskyist, which are a part 
of the Trotskyist programme, which are 
an .advance however limited, towards re- 
volutionary positions. Jt calls for the 
applications of such positions and for 
the installation of soviets. It calls for 
the liberation of the Trotskyst comrades 
imprisoned in Cuba. It denounces the 
Cuban government for the ignominy of 
keeping the Trotskyists still in prison in 
Cuba after this approach to revolution- 
ary positions, after this meeting of 
OLAS. The Trotskyists are revolutionary 
prisoners. These are the consequences of 
the time when they assassinated Guevara, 
Our Cuban section small, resolute with 


the class capacity which Cuba embodies, 
defends the truth, makes an appeal to 
the Cuban government to defend China 
unconditionally. It appeals for a United 
Front w:th China, with the masses of 
the Workers States, with the revolution- 
ary exploited masses of the world, for 
a world united front to overthrow what 
remains of Capitalism. It calls for a 
public discussion. We demand of the 
Cuban government complete freedom for 
our Cuban section to function publicly, 
to publish its press. 

We demand of the Cuban government 
that it gives complete liberty to all the 
imprisoned Trotskyist comrades and all 
the revolutionary prisoners, that it gives 
full rights to revolutionary tendencies to 
function on the sole condition of defend- 
ing unconditionally the Cuban Workers 
State, and at the same time that it al- 
lows the greatest publicity and revolution- 
ary public polemic in searching for the 
best means, the best ways to make the 
revolution advance. If proletarian demo- 
cracy existed as our Cuban section de- 
mands, and the IV International and the 
Trotskyists of the entire world demand, 
we would not be in the world situation 
as it is today. The present struggle, of 
the “Cultural Revolution” in China which 
is an indirect and limited form of the 
political revolution, seeks this way. We 
demand of the Cuban government a 
complete and free discussion of all these 


problems. 
In. Cuba there exists a powerful 
Guevarist tendency which forces the 


government to change and to advance. 
Without the existence of this wing, the 
Communists would have strength in Cuba, 
they would dominate and would be al- 
ready submitted to the Yankees. They 
would already have conciliated with the 
Yankees, as did the Communist Party in 
Venezuela. The force which is opposed 
to the Communist Party is not the de- 
claration of Fidel Castro, it is the Cuban 
masses who are against the policy of 
conciliation of the Communist Party. 
Guevara has emerged from this base. It 
is absurd to think that he. would have 
renounced that. He was a centre. It is 
absurd to thing that he would have said 
“I am going.to liberate other nations” 
when there was such a struggle within 
Cuba. The Strength of the Cuban masses 
must give the base for the leadership of 
the Communist Party and of the Cuban 
government, to have the strength and the 
assurance that the people are not going 


Appeal to the Syrian Government 
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possible conditions to develop the 
triumph of the revolutionary military war. 

The IV International calls to the Baath, 
to the Syrian Government, to the trade 
unions and to the federation of Syrian 
Trade Unions, to the International Feder- 
ations of Arab Workers, so that they 
call to the Egyptian trade unions, to the 
United Socialist Party of Egypt, to the 
government and to the Egyptian masses 
to intervene in a united front to over- 
throw Capitalism and Imperialism in the 
Middle East.

form workers and peaSants governments, 


to agitate, 


Now is the moment to do it. It is neces- 
sary to form revolutionary tendencies 
based on this programme. It is necessary 
make demonstrations and 
meetings, it is necessary to hold popular 
tribunals so that the masses can directly 
judge the traitors and the conciliators 
wth Imperialism. It is mecessary to 
eliminate all the apparatus and structure 
on which the bourgeoisie is based: army, 
police, parliament and to create organs 
like militias, popular tribunals, workers 
control, soviets and communes. It is on 
the basis of the immense confidence in 
the world development of the Socialist 
Revolution, of the confidence demonstrat- 
ed by the Syrian masses, that the IV 
International makes this appeal in uncon- 
ditional defence of the Syrian Socialist 
Revolution, as of the Social‘st Revolut- 
ion in the Middle East and of all the 
world.

Enlarged meeting of the International 
Secretariat of the IV International. 
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matter what. circum- 
stance. It must know the truth about the 
assassination oof Guevara, know that 
Guevara has been assassinated for hav- 
ing defended revolutionary ideas. The 
Cuban government must have confidence 
in the masses. The masses will not weak- 
en in front of this situation. 

Here is the force on which Fidel 
Castro must base himself to be rehabilit- 
ated. He must make a public declaration, 
orgnise a public discussion in Cuba from 
now on. We call for a public discussion 
throughout Cuba on the policy of Guev- 
ara, on his last positions, declarations 
and appeals. Let this. be discussed; let 
these positions be adopted. 

What they are in process of doing in 
Cuba, is making an obituary, ‘showing 
that Guevara rode a bicycle, that he was 
a good boy when he was small, that he 
was a good doctor, that he became a re- 
volutionary, that he was very friendly 
with people. They do not show him as 
a revolutionary leader. 

They make a whole obituary to conceal 
the fact that he was advancing and that 
his life took on importance when he adopt- 
ed revolutionary positions. That is why they 
tried to eliminate him, to push him aside 
as an adventurer who left to create a 
disturbance. This is absurd. The detlar- 
ation of Castro is an ignominy, just as 
the attack on' the Trotskyists was an 
ignominy. It. is ignominious to present 
Guevara as an adventurer; a “type” who 
had no fear of death, an adventurer. 
This was erroreous. Guevara protected 
his life. [He protected his life ame he 
was -Tright 

It is: :logical and: Tiahie that every re- 
volutionary should ‘protect his life. To 
protect “his life does: not mean that he 
has a fear of death or is going to. hide 
himself. To protect his life means not 
to. go on adventures, to act in the best 
possible way for the progressive advance 
of humanity. Revolutionary. leaders ar- 
range their life: for this reason, so as to 
be-the most useful: They do not evade 
responsibilities but they do not seek ad- 
ventures. And that is an adventure. The 
proof? A small group’ invaded, and was 
killed without anything remaining. There 
is not a single . peasant who can say: 
there is an uprising which has called 
upon me to take power in Bolivia. Not 
a single one. There is nothing to com- 
pare with what the Syrian masses are 
doing, with what the masses of Vietnam 
are doing, with what the Cuban masses 
are doing in-Cuba now. What the masses 
are doing now in Bolivia has nothing 
to do with the so called Guevara. This 
goes against all logic, all previous tradit- 
ion. We cali upon the Cuban govern- 
ment to have a public discussion on 
Guevara. 

We repeat that this body is not that 
of Guevara. It is mecessary to analyse 
politically. Guevara could not have been 
in Bolivia nor acted in the way that he 
was supposed to be acting in Bolivia. 
It was not Guevara who acted in this 
way, Whoever else it was. We repeat 
that there are no guerrillas in Bolivia. 
They do not exist because there has been 
no evidence of their rdle. No action nor 
political life. There have only been the 
communiques of Barrientos of an as- 
sassin with whom Fidel Castro and world 
Capitalism allieqd to present Guevara in 
Bolivia. 

Both have different interests. . Fidel 
Castro has the intention of freeing himself 
from Guevara and trying to separate 
him from the masses: “Guevara has 
been assassinated, do not hope for any 
more from him.” “I have nothing to do 
with that, I did not kill him”, this is 
the object of Castro’s game. Otherwise 
why such a parody? If he did not feel 
guilty for having been the accomplice 
in this assassination, why make such 
declarations? He could have said simply: 
“Guevara has been killed”, and make a 
political history of Guevara and show 
that he was in Bolivia. 

“But then he would have showed it 
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Fidel Castro claims, he would have vr 
mained in Cuba. Because it was in Cuba 
that- he was able to defend what he 
was defending. The proof of this is that 
it is in Cuba that a’ furious struggle is 
being conducted against the communist 
parties. 

In the meeting of OLAS,. inte was a 
struggle against the communist parties, 
against the bureaucracy of the Workers 
States. It is there that Guevara needs 
to be. He was a centre from which basis 
it was possible to influence the rest of 


the world. The centralisation of life 
shows that it is the central organisms 
which influence. From the depths of 


Bolivia in a pass, in a cavern or in a 
precipice, it is not possible to influence 
the world revolution except in a very 
small way without importance. But in 
Cuba, it is possible. 

OLAS is the proof of this. Why was 
Guevara not there? When they show 
that Guevara was ' outside this centre 
which was able to influence the entire 
world by the taking of certain positions, 
it is because they have liquidated him, 
otherwise he would have been there. 
This is the ignominious comedy which 
Fidel Castro is playing against the world 
revolution. It is an ignominious comedy 
which Fidel Castro is playing against the 
world revolution. It is an ignominious 
comedy and we invite him to correct it. 
The world working class is going to de- 
mand that he renders atcount. 

We have entered into the final settle- 
ment of accounts. In this final encounter, 
the. massés are going to demand account 
in liquidating Capitalism. There is only 
a short time before this takes place. 
Here is the struggle which they are going 
to conduct to vindicate Guevara. There 
is great need im Cuba to discuss publ- 
icly and openly. The Soviet bureaucracy 
in every way is the one that has gained 
for’ the moment. That is why in the 
Soviet Union they have hardly mention- 
en Guevara. There is no text in the 
Soviet Union, in Czechoslovakia, in 
Poland, an the other Workers States or 
in China. They barely say “Guevara is 
dead”, They are his enemies. 

One can see at. the same time the stup- - 
idity of what the Chinese leadership 
is doing; not a word on Guevara. Why 
do they not intervene? They must inter- 
vene in this problem. That is part. of the. 
world revolution, of the permanent world: 
process of the world revolution, of | its 
world centralisation. The Chinese do not 
intervene because they have no program- 
me, no policy, no objectives, no assur- 
ance for tomorrow. Otherwise they 
would intervene to condemn this comedy. 


The Chinese are aware that Guevara 
has been assassinated. Their silence 
shows this. If they were sure that he 


had not been assassinated, they would 
make declarations as they do when an 
Albanian dies; an obituary. If they have 
not done this, it is because they do not 
wish to involve themselves in these 
manoeuvres, in these macabre comedies. 
But at the same time, they show that 
they lack security because otherwise they 
would make a condemnation. If they 
felt themselves to be sure, they would 
condemn and appeal in consequence to 


support the programme of Guevara. 
To condemn the _ assassination of 
Guevara is to support the ideas of 


Guevara. That is why they made him die 
in an adventure, to hide the depth of his 
ideas, to show that Guevara was a man 
deceived and to consequently weaken 
his position and the policy which he 
defended until the moment when he was 
assassinated, to weaken the force, the 
influence, the capacity which he had ac- 
quired in this process. And he acquired 
this influence and this capacity by adopt- 
ing Trotskyist positions. His positions 
were neither Castroite nor communist. 
The positions which exist at present 
in history are: Trotskyist, Chinése, Gue- 
varist, Fidelist and those of the . Soviet 
bureaucracy. There are no other positions. 
Guevara approaches the: Trotskyists but

and militants in the workers movement to 
understand the nature of the organisation of 
the SLL which masquecrades as “ Trotsky- 
ist’ but is more akin to a fascist organisa- 
tion in its methods and to social democracy 
in its perspectives.

2. Three weeks paid holiday in all in- 
dustries, leading to 4 weeks paid holi- 
day. 

3. An all-round 30% inerease in wages. 
Establishment of a basic minimum liv- 
ing wage. All wages to rise with the 
cost of living. Commissions of workers 
and housewives to decide the contents 
of the cost of living index. 

4. Equal pay for men and women. 
Apprentices doing the work of an adult 
worker to be paid as such.

Lowering of the age of retirement to 
60 for men and 55 for women. 

7. Compulsory day release for all wor- 
kers for industrial training and further 
education. 

8. Students to be maintained on the 
ware of the average worker, which 
will increase with the cost of living. 
9. Expropriation of royal palaces, lu- 
xury properties and unoccupied dwel- 
lings to meet the housing shortage. 
Establishment of defence committees 
to protect against landlords’ thugs, 
eviction by bailiffs and harrassment by 
police. Organisations of tenants com- 
mittees to have the right to assess and 
fix rates and rents. 

10. Factories about to be closed to be 
placed under workers management, lea- 
ding to nationalisation under workers 
management, A sliding scale of hours 
and reductions in work time without 
loss of pay to absorb workers whose 
jobs are threatened by automation. 
Workers now unemployed to be found 
work or given full maintenance, 

11. Nationalisatsion of all key indus- 
tries without compensation including 
hanks, insurance, steel, engincering, 
shipbuilding, chemicals, motor manu- 
facturers and road transport services, 
arms and the building and building 
supply industries. Nationalised indus- 
tries to be placed under workers 
controL 

12. State monopoly of foreign trade, 
Nationalisation of big wholesale and 
retail enterprises. 

13. Workers contro] of all industries. 
No commercial secrets. Workers com- 
mittees to examine the accounts of a'l 
industries. 

14. Expropriation of the wealthy far- 
mers. Large farms must be brought 
into state ownership, and small farms 
federated and run on collective lines 
by committees of farmers and agricul- 
tural workers who would organise 
direct marketing of produce and cut 
out middle men. 

15. Industrial unions on a _ militant 
anti-capitalist programme. 

16. Formation of factory committees on 





each job and workers councils in each’ 
locality on an anti-capitalist program- 


me. 

18. For a single European Trade Union 
centre on an anti-Imperialist pro- 
gramme. 

19. Struggle against Imperialism! De- 
fence of the colonia] revolution by 
every means including strikes, boycott 
and sabotage. and the despatch of 
arms to colonial workers. 

20. Withdrawal from all Imperialist 
alliances, such as NATO, CENTO, 
SEATO. etc., directed against the wor- 
kers states and the colonial revolution.

showed their true colours in their agreement 
with the Stalinist bureaucracy that the 
intervention of the IV International in 
Guatemala was “adventurist.” Having said 
this and we could say much more on this 
subject, the fact remains that Tate has 
a perfect right to sell his literature. He has 
the right to exercise the right of tendency. 

As our readers can see, the beating up of 
Ernest Tate was systematic and the brazen 
manner in which it was done by Healy's 
hoodlums shows very clearly the openly 
vicious anti working class nature of the 
Healy gang. These stoneage creatures are 
always bragging about their ability to 
organise demonstrations of * Youth.” The 
latter are generally petit bourgeois and stu- 
dent gatherings but they also include more 
than a scattering of lumpen proletarian 
elements, ideal material for beating up 
operations. The presence of these people 
is aimed al deterring anyone who might 
have different thoughts from the leadership. 
As we have discussed before the Healy 
group offers no serious revolutionary per- 
spectives for Great Britain. Their activity 
during the Car mobilisations show that like 
the CP, they are masters of verbal games. 
They actually said in one article in their 
paper that strikes must be made through 
official channels. They have not argued 
for factory occupations but they are very 
good at resolutions in TU branches on 
nationalisation under workers control but 
suggesting no means of doing this. They 
turn the Transitional programme into sym- 
balic utterances. In fact as they have 
shown over their attitude to the proposed 
walk in at Tractors and Transmission they 
were against it. In other words they take 
up an openly social democratic counter 
revolutionary position. 

The period now opening is one with 
enormous revolutionary world and national 
perspectives, and it is at this time that the 
Healy group will inevitably become more 
and more vicious in its dealings with revo- 
lutionaries and anybody who exposes its 
non-Trotskyist character. There can be no 
doubt that some of the people in the or- 
ganisation would at another period have 
worked in fascist groupings. 

We have shown before that the Healy 
grouping has a real function in relation to 
Imperialism. It can confuse the vanguard 
but. increasingly as Imperialism becomes 
more desperate, it will attempt to use its 
agents in the Healy organisation to act as 
provocateurs, to! terrorise revolutionaries. 
Imperialism is very weak, it is incapable of 
mobilising big fascist currents but it will 
use what can be used and the SLL outfit 
is ideal with its gangster methods and the 
fascist mentality which prevails within it.

now so intense that action by workers in 
any country in the world has a great in- 
fluence on all workers. And this is despite 
the absence of the very necessary mass in- 
ternational workers organisation. 

Despite the lack of a workers centre in 
Great Britain, the struggle of the masses is 


_ continuous and they are not held back by 


transient defeats. All the apparatuses of 
the traditional workers leaderships are by- 
passed by the masses. The C.P. does all it 
can to sabotage—Paynter the C.P. Miners 
leader tricd to prevent a strike in Scotland 
recently, but all the pressures in the world 
centralised in the process in China, cannot 
be contained by Kosygin, Johnson, Wilson 
or Gollan. 

We base our confidence on the struggles 
of the masses in this country and the world. 
In Germany capitalism is so weak it has to 
lean on the apparatus of Willy Brandt, 
whose party has a workers basis. 

In this country the constant struggles of 
the masses, the seamen, car workers, etc, 
have prepared the conditions for the revo- 
lutionary current and a new workers leader- 
ship based on the factory committees (shop 
stewards). We call for the programme of 
nationalisations under workers control, 
Equal pay for women, etc, to be pressed 


forward on the basis of factory occupations,

It is meces- 
sary that the masses are given a clear 
perspective for the taking of power on 
the basis of the workers and peasant 
militia and the seizure of imperialist and 
capitalist properties. 









The Healy press is always piously denounc- 
ing the misdemeanors of the communist ” 
parties but fundamentally there is no differ- 
ence between Stalinist and Healyite methods. 
The SLL and the CP leaderships and the 
LP leaderships are identical in that all of 
them are anti-working class in outlook. 
They have no time for proletarian demo- 
cracy. They do not want real discussion 
in their ranks. We repeat to all militants 
and workers that the beating up of Ernie 
Tate is not an isolated incident and will not 
be the last until a real workers state exists 
in Great Britain and organisations like the 
SLL in the service of imperialist interests 
no longer exist. 

We call upon all YS branches to de- 
nounce this brutal beating which has 
nothing in common with Trotskyism but a 
great deal to do with capitalist and Fascist 
methods. 

It is necessary to be aware of the 
odious anti-working class nature of the 
SLL to understand that its function, like 
that of the Kosygin CPs, is to mislead 
and to confuse militants with endless 
“lobbies” and vague agitation. 

It is necessary for militants to observe 
the confusionist line of the SLL, to 
realise that its frenetic viciousness is 
only of value to Imperialism. Violence 
is permissable against the class enemy, 
not against misguided militants. The 
SLL and its activities disrupt and confuse. 
Their lumpen elements, and sectarian 
viciousness provide imperialism with 
stooges against Trotskyism. We warn 
militants that the methods of the SLL 
are not aimed at capitalism but at the 
interests of the proletariat, the interests 
of socialist truth and perspectives. 





E. TATE’S 
LETTER 


Dear Editor, 


I believe it is a tradition in England that 
all socialists should be allowed to. sell or 
distribute their literature, without hindrance 
or fear of violence, outside public meetings. 
I would like to report an outrageous viola- 
tion of this tradition to your readers and 
ask for their assistance in preventing it 
from happening again. 

As quite a number of people on the Left 
know, I manage Pioneer Book Service, a 
large outlet for Trotsky’s books in Engiand, 
and J] or some of my friends try to cover 
most meetings with our literature. On 


Thursday, 17th November, 1 went along to 
Caxton Hall to sell Jiterature outside the 
Socialist Labour League's meeting on the 
10th anniversary of the Hungarian revo- 
lution. 

I arrived at 7.15 p.m. and began to sell 
the International Socialist Review and a 
pamphlet, critical of the S.L.L., entitled, 
‘Healy Reconstructs the Fourth Interna 
tional.” Several people were selling litera- 
ture. A group of Irish Communists were 
selling their publication and someone was 
selling the English Militant. 

Initially there was some baiting of me 
by the Socialist Labour League supporters 
who were selling the Newsletter in the door- 
way of Caxton Hall, but nevertheles J was 
not prevented from selling. 

At 7.50, Gerry Healy and Michael Banda 
entered the hall. A few seconds later Healy 
came to the entrance and indicated to his 
followers that I should be removed from 
the front of the hall. 

1 was immediately set upon and phy- 
sically assaulted by six or seven Socialist 
Labour League supporters. My literature 
was knocked from my hands-l was punched 
and thrown to the ground, my glasses were 
smashed, and as | lay on the ground I was 
kicked repeatedly in the groin and stomach. 

After the attack I had to attend the 
casualty department of Middlesex Hospital 
and I was forced to stay in bed for the 
greater part of the next day. At the moment 
of writing I am still badly bruised. 

The issue is a simple one. The Socialist 
Labour League Leadership hope by their 
actions to prevent me selling my literature 
outside their meetings. They hope to take 
away my freedom of speech. This attack 
comes after a number of threats against me 
and my friends by members or supporters 
of the Socialist Labour League. At Brighton 
during the Labour Party Conference, my 
comrades were physically threatened and 
prevented from selling our literature. The 
same was true at the recent anti-war demon- 
stration in Liege, Belgium, where I was 
threatened. 

I refuse to be intimidated. Neither a 
Fascist Mosley nor an ultra-left sectarian 
Gerry Healy who imagines himself to be a 
Trotskyist, should be allowed to curtail 
our democratic rights. | intend to be present 
at the next public meeting of the Socialist 
Labour League to sell my literature. 1 
ask for the full support from all people on 
the Left to ensure I do it without inter- 
ference from the misguided followers of 
Gerry Healy.
